In the 
United States we 
are still a long way 
from the slot-ma- 
chine which auto- 
matically sells paper- 
covered volumes to 
German _ travelers 
and the wicker dis- 
play racks of books 
which are wheeled 
up and down the 
railroad platforms 
of Germany. 

In our zeal to 
sell books to com- 
muters we are not 
suggesting that the 
government take a 


hand in the distribution of paper-covered 
and pocket-size books to book stalls in 
every railroad station and boat landing, 
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as is done in Russia. We merely feel 
strongly that the booksellers and librarians 
of the United States need to prove with 
more displays that the United States now 
has a rich variety of pocket-size books to 
appeal to every taste and purse. 


The titles in the Tauchnitz edition, so 
often cited when international comparisons 
are made, now number about five thou- 
sand. Of course these volumes are rightly 
unobtainable here; I mention the series 
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because of the extent and variety for which 
Tauchnitz finds sale. If all the titles o/ 
American printed pocket-size volumes and 
English editions imported here were 
clicked off on a counting machine we could 
say we have as many—and those in for- 
mats of outstanding quality, and often of 
remarkable beauty. In the _ bibliography 
at the end of this discussion by no means a 
fifth of the excellent series available is 
described and only three or four titles 
typical of each.

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This Search for Markets 


An Answer to the Question “Why Do Publishers Concentrate Their 
Advertising in New York?” 


Wallis Howe, Jr.

R. GOVAN of Payne’s, Chatta- 
M nooga, asks a question (Publish- 

ers’ Weekly, March 22) that is 
perpetually troubling booksellers: Why 
don’t publishers advertise to my customers, 
in my local paper? Why concentrate so in 
New York? 

If there is concentration in New York 
it is simply because New York sells more 
books per capita than any other city, and be- 
cause selling and distribution costs are 
lower there, allowing publishers to do busi- 
ness at a wider margin of profit. Again, 
books start more quickly in New York 
than elsewhere, and New York’s lead in 
books is usually followed sooner or later 
by the rest of the country. Even disre- 
garding the later intangible incentive, pub- 
lishers who systematically budget advertis- 
ing expenditure against territorial sales 
figures invariably report New York is not 
getting more than its share. 

Perhaps this feeling about New York 
grows from overlooking the fact that much 
of New York Sunday newspaper circula- 
tion is really national. Thus the combina- 
tion of the Sunday Times and Herald 
Tribune book review sections with the lit- 
erary magazines provides publishers with 
what is virtually national book coverage. 
These figures are the combined circulation 
in fifty cities of the Sunday Times and 
Herald Tribune, the Saturday Review of 
Literature, and the Atlantic Monthly, 
Harper’s, American Mercury, Scribner's, 
and Forum (the five general magazines 
carrying the largest volume of book adver- 
tising) :

No one would claim that this 307,846 
includes all the people in these fifty cities 
who might be sold books, and yet it is 
probably a good approximation of the first 
line market, those to whom book buying 
is no event. It would be hard to conceive 
of people interested in the type of editorial 
matter in these publications who would not 
also be interested in books. Definite figures 
are not available on all, but the Atlantic 
Monthly can perhaps be taken as typical 
of the group. A hundred and ten book- 
sellers in sixty-five cities checked the At- 
lantic subscription galleys, and found 92% 
on their customers’ lists. 

With books still sold in a thin market, 
publishers must concentrate on media with 
a minimum waste of circulation. This is 
provided by these magazines and Sunday 
book sections of wide national distribu- 
tion. Beyond those limits are the great 
new markets that have yet to be tapped. 
What critics of book advertising so often 
fail to realize is that money to develop 
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these new markets must come from the 
profits made from the old. 

Mr. Govan brings up this point, and 
says that publishers’ advertising is now 
almost exclusively in literary media, to the 
neglect of those millions of people not now 
buying books. He again suggests institu- 
tional advertising to sell book reading in 
general. 

This is not new, and has been agitated 
off and on for the past ten years. Some 
five or six years back, Ernest Elmo Cal- 
kins, widely known New York advertising 
agent keenly interested in books, sought to 
interest publishers in a million dollar pro- 
gram to popularize reading. His idea was 
to assess all the different branches of the 
book business a definite percentage of their 
income, and to apply this fund to training 
bookstore personnel, mapping sales cam- 
paigns for specific communities, and for 
broad national advertising. 

It fell through, partly because of the 
tremendous expense involved (a page in 
the Saturday Evening Post now costs 
$8000), but more fundamentally because 
of the lack of a common denominator. A 
raisin is always a raisin, but books, alas, 
are so diverse that each new one presents 
a new advertising and sales problem. The 
book business is essentially a matter of the 
appeal of an individual title, and the per- 
son who could buy and enjoy one specific 
book might well be deaf to the best pre- 
sented claims of a thousand others. 
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Sporadic attempts at general book adver- 
tising have been made from time to time, 
but they have languished too often for 
lack of support, too often from the book- 
sellers themselves whom they were de- 
signed to benefit. Forays into the Pos; 
have been tried by different publishers, but 
not with success. These experiments with 
off-ihe-main-line media for book advertis- 
ing have met with failure either because 
the readers were not given to buying 
books, or because they were accustomed to 
getting their book news from other 
channels. 

This does not mean that the quest for 
new markets has been abandoned. There 
never was a time when there was more dis- 
cussion of books in the papers and maga- 
zines, more bookstores being opened, more 
department stores with their diversified 
clientele opening book departments. The 
work of the Publishers’ Association in 
opening up new markets continues, with 
apparently increasing success. And _ uni- 
versal education, compulsory for the past 
dozen years, is sending out a new genera- 
tion better equipped to appreciate book 
reading. 

No—advertising concentrated in proved 
book media does not mean that publishers 
are insensible to the great markets still un- 
touched. ‘They are simply following the 
first law of business—sell your primary 
prospects first, and with the profits go 
after new ones. 


A Letter from London 


Frank Swinnerton 


The Subject of Over-Production of Books Has Become as Much 
a Problem in England as Elsewhere. The Distinctive Character of 
Book Lists 1s Going 


ECENT communications to the 
R Publishers’ Weekly upon the sub- 

ject of over-production of books in 
other countries suggests to me that I 
should mention the extent to which the 
same over-production has.become a prob- 
lem in England. Here, as elsewhere, over- 
production is directly due to the higher 
costs of running a publishing business. In 
the past, a publisher chose his books to 


suit the style of his house. Now, with 
few exceptions, our publishers all stress 
the fact that they are in general business. 
The distinctive character of lists is going. 
Instead of the individual publisher we are 
getting the big concern with a great deal 
of capital, an enormous overhead charge 
which includes branch offices throughout 
the provinces, and a tendency to concen- 
trate upon the turnover. One book or 
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another book is of less mioment than the 
total of all the books. What happens? 
The first thing is an encouragement of 
authors. It is easier nowadays to get a 
book published than it ever was. In this 
case the argument used by the big firms 
is that “if we don’t publish it, somebody 
else will.” The book is published. There 
may be a loss upon it. But it may be 
well received. In that case another big 
firm may see possibilities in the author. 
The second big firm will try to add that 
author to its list. There will be compe- 
tition between the big firms for the au- 
thor. He stands to gain in cash return. 
But not otherwise, for under this system 
his book is only one of many books. He 
is lost in the whirlpool. Having during 
the last few months undertaken the task of 
criticizing a few selected books for one of 
the London evening papers, I have been 
made aware of the extraordinary numbers 
of books issued weekly by the giant pub- 
lishing houses. Unless one sees them, as 
it were, physically, one does not appreciate 
the clutter of superfluous books. 

What chance have these books? Only a 
very small proportion of them can expect 
to be noticed at all in a newspaper. Owing 
to the comparatively small sum _ which 
publishers can spend upon advertising in- 
dividual titles in the press or elsewhere, 
they appear only in long lists of books, 
jostled by a dozen, twenty, or fifty others. 
With so many books being published, those 
by lesser known authors must take their 
chance, and unless the book is outstand- 
ing, library subscribers will not insist upon 
having this book and no other. They will 
take what the assistant has in stock. Such 
books are almost never bought by mem- 
bers of the public. Their sales at the end 
of the season must be very small—I have 
heard that in some cases they are as low 
as 300; and indeed there is a story that 
one author visited the publishers of his 
second book and asked the sales. He was 
told “Not very good; only fifty-one.” 
Cheerily, the author said “O, but that’s 
a big jump. My first book, published by 
another firm, only sold twenty-eight.” The 
book was a novel; and the author was 
celebrated in the United States. The 
story was told to me by the publisher of 
the second book. It shows, even if it is 


not quite true, what the present tendency 
is. 
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In addition to the big houses, there are 
many new small publishers. They must 
have books to publish. They take what 
they can get, well knowing that a number 
of these books are what are known as 
“stickers.” Indeed, I should say that fully 
half the books published in England each 
year show a loss, at any rate upon their 
first season’s working. Yet each year more 
and more books are published, not because 
they are wanted, not because they are 
superlatively good, but because the pub- 
lishers must make a list. 

Another reason is this—that at the pres- 
ent time popular taste is very uncertain. 
Many publishers are gambling, hoping to 
discover winners. Under the “turnover” 
system, they can afford to do this, because 
all such experimental books come under 
the head of something that “other people 
will publish if we don’t.” As for the 
smaller firms, they are even more inclined 
to gamble. The recent boom in German 
books has illustrated this tendency; for all 
English publishers are publishing German 
books, in the hope of discovering another 
“Jew Suss” or “Sergeant Grischa.” And 
they are all tending to regard books as 
merchandise. They say to themselves that it 
does not matter which book sells, as long 
as the turnover is maintained. ‘The gen- 
cral tendency of this must be to lower 
the standards of publishing, to glut the 
market, and to handicap those books which 
are not supported by some such agency as 
the book clubs. 

For we can now speak of book clubs 
in the plural in England as well as in 
America. ‘To the Book Society has suc- 
ceeded the Book Guild, with a committee 
consisting of several well-known novelists. 
I understand that the new organization is 
intended to be less severe in its choice 
than the older one. It is to be less “high- 
brow’—though I do not think the Book 
Society has been especially highbrow. But 
the type of book that the Book Guild has 
in mind is the more popular novel, such 
as “Beau Geste.” 

Apparently it has been found impossible 
to pick a book of this type for the first 
month as announced; so the choice has 
been deferred until next month, when the 
Book Guild will seriously begin function- 
ing. What its effect will be upon sales 
and popular taste remains to be seen. That 
it will be good, those who oppose the book 
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clubs will consider unlikely. In any case, 
I can hardly imagine that it can do more 
than exalt one book of its type above all 
other books of its type; so that publishing 
will become more of a gamble than ever. 

I must not fail to point out one im- 
portant fact. It will be remembered that 
I have spoken adversely of the Book So- 
ciety’s influence. I think this can only be 
evil as regards all books which are not 
commended by the Society. That is, that 
while the chosen book of the month will 
benefit, it will benefit at the expense of 
other books. But this argument, which I 
believe is the argument of booksellers all 
over the world, implies that there cannot 
be any increase in the numbers of books 
bought by the public or by the libraries; 
and that the so-many thousand copies of 
one book ordered by the Book Society must 
be deducted from the grand total of books 
sold during the month in question. Is 
this true? English booksellers, almost to 
a man, are antagonistic to the Book So- 
ciety as an institution which is robbing 
them of sales and customers. Yet I am 
told that, apart from Manchester, where 
there is much distress owing to the weak- 
ness of the cotton industry, booksellers all 
over the country had the best second half 
of the year in 1929 that they have ever 
known. If that is so, then it must be 
admitted that the Book Society has at pres- 
ent done no great harm to the booktrade 
in England. But there is another element 
which must not be forgotten. 

This element is the pocket three-and- 
sixpenny book. ‘There are various pocket 
libraries of modern books, such as the 
Travellers Library (introduced into 
America by Jonathan Cape and Harrison 
Smith, Cape being the publisher in this 
country, in conjunction with the firm of 
Heinemann), the Adelphi Library, and 
the like. ‘These books are published here 
at three shillings and sixpence. ‘They are 
mostly famous books belonging to the 
present century. ‘Their popularity has 
grown to an extraordinary extent. They 
are definitely ‘modern classics.” They 
can be carried in the pocket, and they 
look well upon the shelf. They are in 


effect, very much like the Modern Library. 
I believe that the sale of these books is 
increasing steadily; and while the majority 
of new books in England are borrowed 
from the great circulating libraries, these 
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reprints are bought by the individual. 
‘They can be sold at a profit; and if only 
the style of thing is not overdone they 
will bring many pounds to the pockets of 
active booksellers. 

So great has become the demand for 
these libraries that almost all the leading 
houses here have taken them up. I 
have named two series; and I ought also 
to mention the Phoenix Library of Chatto 
& Windus, in which the work of Lytton 
Strachey, Aldous Huxley, and _ other 
specifically modern writers is included. 
News now comes that the National Book 
Council has decided to issue a special cata- 
log of all the series, properly arranged 
and indexed. It is good news. And the 
best part of it is that the catalog is to 
be all-embracing, and not confined to those 
series which are issued by the publishing 
houses which are directly connected with 
the National Book Council. 

This Council is the nucleus of a most 
valuable organization of publishers, book- 
sellers, authors, and others. It has a large 
membership, and it has undertaken very 
valuable researches into the best means of 
distributing books, etc. Some of the best 
brains in the English publishing trade have 
been devoted to the work of the Council; 
and at one time I shall give a more de- 
tailed survey of the activities of the 
Council. For the present I wish to make 
two or three observations upon incidental 
points. The first of these is that up to 
the present there has been insufficient use 
of the bookseller-members. The booksell- 
ers could suggest many things which would 
double the usefulness of the Council. And 
one of these things, which I will mention 
myself, instead of leaving it to the book- 
sellers, is that the “book lists” which are 
issued from time to time muffle their own 
usefulness by being incomplete. These 
book lists are leaflets in which are listed all 
available books dealing with one specific 
subject. Over one hundred of them have 
been issued, and they cover such diverse 
subjects as “Spain,” “British Drama,” 
“Architecture,” “Aeronautics,” and the 
like. For purposes of reference such lists 
might be a godsend to the bookseller. How 
unfortunate, therefore, that they are not 
complete! How unfortunate that they 
seem to deal solely with the books published 
by those publishers who are members of the 
National Book Council! This is a matter 
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which needs correction. I am glad to see 
that it is being corrected so far as the im- 
portant catalog of three-and-sixpenny books 
in concerned. If this principle is observed 
in all future cases, the lists will become 
indispensable. Until it is observed in all 
cases, the publicity work of the Council 
will be partial and, for those who need 
such aids as lists of new or specialized 
books, it will be an exasperation. 

The whole question of publicity is one 
that is being increasingly studied in Eng- 
land, as it is in America. Although condi- 
tions here are different from what they are 
in the United States, they lead me to sup- 
pose that (as has been shown in the case 
of the three-and-sixpennies) people are 
ready to buy books if they know about 
them. But most men in England have not 
the habit of entering bookshops; and most 
women regard expenditure upon books as 
extravagance. It is a hopeful sign—though 
I should not like to go too deeply into the 
beginnings of the campaign—that the daily 
and evening newspapers in London are 
awakening to the fact that books can be 
made good ‘‘news.” Another hopeful sign 
is that the publishers’ “house organs” are 
becoming interesting and valuable media 
for the expression of something other than 
puffs of books. Several publishers in Lon- 
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don issue regularly or irregularly small 
periodicals in which they tend to discuss 
matters directly affecting the production 
and promotion of books. One such organ 
is that of Constable, in which it is not 
difficult to recognize the lively pen of one 
of our most active propagandists; and it is 
good news that Constable have just issued 
as a small book some of the best and most 
vivid contributions to their magazine, by 
this same lively pen, under the title ‘Pub- 
lishers’ Advertising.” In this book the 
writer deals faithfully with the pretensions 
of some “advertising consultants” who pro- 
posed to take English publishers’ advertis- 
ing in hand. There is a tremendous amount 
of practical sense in the little booklet, and 
I hope it will be read by all those who 
take any interest in the accountancy of 
publishing. 

But it is also a book for the layman, 
since the more the layman knows of such 
matters the more clearly will the difficulties 
of publishers be apprehended. I am 
astounded at the ignorance of even well- 
informed people regarding the publishing 
trade. Publishers are regarded as profiteers, 
rascals, and incompetent amateurs. This 
little book will prove the contrary, for it 
shows them to be benefactors of the human 


race,

Bookselling Conventions 
HE spring of the year has been for 
three decades the occasion for a 
booksellers’ convention, and _ this 
vear three different groups are conducting 
three full fledged conventions at three dif- 
ferent points. The A. B. A. Western Di- 
vision closed last Saturday night a very 
successful four days’ convention at Los 
Angeles ; the College Bookstore Association, 
which has steadily increased in member- 
ship, meets this year on the campus of the 
University of Pennsylvania for a three-day 
convention, May 15th to 17th, while the 
big general convention of the American 
Booksellers’ Association meets in New 
York from May 19th to 22nd at the Hotel 
Pennsylvania, New York. 

No reading of convention reports can 
be an adequate substitute for attendance 
at the sessions, as so much can be gained 
from the spirit of the place, the temper 
of the discussion and the personal contacts 
with people in the same line of business. 
The Western Division convention this 


year, which showed an excellent increase 
over the attendance of the convention in 
San Francisco, set a strong pace for the 
gatherings at Philadelphia and New York. 
By .air mail and wire the Publishers’ 
W eekly is receiving from Los Angeles very 
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optimistic reports of the character and 
value of the gathering. Fuller reports of 
the discussions and resolutions adopted will 
be published next week, and the records 
will be later printed of both the Phila- 
delphia and New York conventions. These 
reports deserve most careful reading by 
those who are studying booktrade ten- 
dencies, especially by the booksellers who 
are unable by distance or circumstance to 
be in attendance. It cannot be too strongly 
pointed out, however, that time and money 
spent in attendance at a convention is well 
spent and will bring returns in the im- 
provement of each retailer’s business. 


Dollar Books 


HE announcement recently of an 

organization of four publishers who 

are entering into the field of popu- 
lar-priced books has aroused interested 
comment in the trade and undoubtedly 
emphasizes the general interest in the mer- 
chandising of dollar books and other series. 
‘The discussion which this brings up will 
result in a new study of this phase of 
book distribution by authors, publishers 
and booksellers. 

The Dollar Book (using that for dis- 
cussion as it is the newest field of popu- 
lar-price exploitation) depends for its suc- 
cess on large markets and quick sales. An 
author, who would get from 25 to 40 
cents on a $2.50 novel, or from 30 to 75 
cents on a $3 to $5 non-fiction book, re- 
ceives from a dollar reprint 5 cents a copy, 
or an income of $500 for a printing of 
10,000, or $2,500 for 50,000 which would 
be a large printing of any book. This in- 
come would not be sufficient reward for 
successful authorship unless it were supple- 
mentary to income already received. It 
has been as a supplement that this market 
is developed, first for fiction and then for 
non-fiction. A successful book which has 
already brought an author good reward by 
wide popularity, at full royalty, seeks out 
a broader market and in doing so prepares 
the way for later books at a low per copy 
return, as the popular edition can only 
be printed in large quantities. When the 
demand sinks below what would be a good 
sized printing, the book disappears from the 
popular-priced editions. 

Book publishers, like authors, must look 
on the reprint as supplementary income, 
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and because it has been difficult to handle 
two kinds of selling in one organization 
there has grown up in this country a com- 
mon custom of delegating this popular 
merchandising to organizations especially 
keyed to this business. These organiza- 
tions have studied the popular market, 
made contacts with every possible outlet 
for such merchandise and adapted their 
selling methods to the particular character- 
istics of these outlets. 

While the publishers are studying the 
effect of this new growth on royalties and 
on the first editions which must be success- 
ful or there can be no reprints, the book- 
sellers must on their part be studying the 
influence of popular series on their own 
business. Every cheap series is a reaching 
out for a broader public just as the Ford 
car helped to give the automobile a wider 
usefulness. The bookseller appreciates, 
however, that the smaller the price 
of the book the smaller the unit of 
sale and he must sell books faster or in 
groups of two or three to get the same 
total sales per day, and he must have the 
same total sales per day to meet his rent 
and other overhead expenses. The prob- 
lem is to make this popular-price mer- 
chandise a supplement to the established 
activities of the store, to increase the gen- 
eral book interest of the community, and 
thus raise the total prosperity of the busi- 
ness. 


The Register of Copyrights 


HERE has been but one Register 

of Copyrights and he a_ unique 

personality, uniquely fitted for the 
place. The Office was created in 1897 
after the administration of copyright affairs 
by the Librarian of Congress, Ainsworth 
R. Spofford, had shown the need of a 
separate officer. Thorvald Solberg was 
born in Wisconsin, in 1852, and early 
developed an interest in everything relating 
to books. He became a retail bookseller in 
Tennessee. It was there he formed a life- 
long friendship with Francis Hodgson 
Burnett. He is one of the few surviving 
attendants of the convention of the Amer- 
ican Booktrade Union in 1876. For 
thirteen years, 1876-1889, he was of the 
Library of Congress staff, and in 1889 he 
became associated with Charles C. Soule 
in the Boston Book Co., being for much 
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of the time its European representative. 
He suffered a breakdown from over work 
and rested for three years in Majorca, 
which led to his interest in the Bibliog- 
raphy of the Balearic Islands which has 
recently been issued. Completely cured, 
he became, on July 1, 1879, the Register 
of Copyrights under the new law. 

From the start he was vigorously in 
favor of international copyright and pre- 
pared the first bibliography of copyright, 
the second portion of “Copyright: Its Law 
and Its Literature,” issued from the Pub- 
lishers’ Weekly office in 1886. His ability, 
fidelity and capacity for work were thor- 
oughly appreciated by Herbert Putnam, 
Librarian of Congress since 1900, and 
when, at the age of seventy in 1922 Mr. 
Solberg became eligible for retirement, Dr. 
Putnam reappointed him for 
periods terminating at last on April 22nd 
of this year, his seventy-eighth birthday. 
This service of thirty-three years has made 
him known not only throughout the book 
world of this country, but throughout the 
Copyright Union, and he has participated 
in many of the international conferences 
which have been held since the foundation 
of the Union in 1886. 

Under his administration the Copyright 
Office has grown from a small group to a 
staff of more than a hundred persons, in- 
adequately accommodated in the space that 
can be allotted to it in the great building 
of the Library of Congress. Looking for- 
ward to the future, he recognized that to 
remain self-supporting and to handle ade- 
quately the work developing before it there 
must be an increase of copyright fees, and 
this increase was accomplished with general 
assent by legislation in the last Congress. 
There has been criticism that this increase 
of fees has not been reflected by increased 
facilities within the Copyright Office, and 
indeed this can scarcely be expected until 
the Copyright Office obtains less cramped 
quarters when the annex to the Library 
of Congress has been completed. Mean- 
time there must be patience both within 
and without the Copyright Office with the 
work that must be done under present dis- 
advantages. When the Office has the 
needed facilities for its work then, long 
after his time, the organization which the 
first Register of Copyrights has given to 
this bureau of the government will have 
full appreciation.

The White House Library 


HE presentation of the Library for 

the White House was made in a 

joint ceremony in the west and the 
east. The Convention at Los Angeles 
dedicated the library to its purposes by 
unveiling the books in replica at the Con- 
vention banquet with an address by John 
Howell, while in the east a dozen typical 
books from the library were taken to the 
White House by a committee consisting 
of Arthur Brentano, Jr., President of the 
American Booksellers’ Association, Ellis 
Meyers, Secretary, Frederic Melcher, act- 
ing as Chairman of the special Committee 
on Selection and Presentation, Alice Roose- 
velt Longworth and Mrs. Ruth Pratt, 
Member of Congress from New York, 


both of whom served on the Committee of 
Selection, and Luise Sillcox, Secretary of 
the Authors’ League of America. 

The Committee was received at the 
executive offices at 12:30 and ushered by 
the President’s Secretary, George Akerson, 
into the office of the President. Mr. 
Hoover shook hands with the Committee, 
the Chairman explaining the spirit in 
which the gift had been made, and opened 
the bundle with the books. Mr. Hoover 
spoke appreciatively of the idea and 
thanked the booksellers for their thought- 
fulness in adding this resource to the 
White House equipment. The President 
then sent a telegram to the booksellers in 
convention at Los Angeles. 
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A Notable Convention at 
Los Angeles 


First Reports from the Coast Indicate Record Attendance, Live 1 is- 
cussions and Real Optimism 


ITH a larger and even greater 

attendance than last year the 

American Booksellers’ Associa- 
tion, Western Section, completed last 
Saturday a four day convention at the 
Hotel Biltmore, Los Angeles, on Saturday 
night with a banquet for 300 people, a 
record of many fully attended sessions, 
well conducted discussion and important 
resolutions passed. 

The character of the organization has 
been changed so that the division will have 
a president rather than a chairman, and 
Paul Elder of San Francisco has been 
elected to that office; the vice-president is 
QO. B. Stade of Hollywood, and the secre- 
tary, Samuel Levinson of Sacramento. 

Included in the Board of Trade for the 
three year term are: Vivian Cooley of 
Meier and Frank Co., Portland; June 
Cleveland’ of Bullock’s, Los Angeles; T. 
Albert Hooper of Deseret Book Company, 
Salt Lake City; and Charles Hixon of 
Fowler Brothers, Los Angeles. 

Two year term: J. E. Erickson of Low- 
man and Hanford, Seattle; to be added 
to those carried over from previous elec- 
tions: Howard M. Boys of the Methodist 
Book Concern, San Francisco, Ernest 
Dawson of Dawson’s Bookshop, Los An- 
geles, Richard G. Montgomery of J. K. 
Gill Company, Portland. 

Newly elected for a one year term is 
W. Baldwin of John W. Graham Com- 
pany, Spokane; added to those already 
elected last year for this term are 
Leslie I. Hood of A. C. Vroman, Inc., 
Pasadena, Eugene Sommer of Sather Gate 
Bookshop, Berkeley, and David Newberry 
of The Emporium, San Francisco. Three 
alternates to take places on the Board of 
Trade in case of inability of any others to 
serve: Leon Gelber of Gelber, Lilienthal, 
Inc. of San Francisco, John Howell, San 


Francisco, and Herbert F. Brown of 
Pasadena were elected. 

Features of the Convention were the ex- 
hibits in the Los Angeles Public Library. 
These exhibits included: 

A duplicate collection of the 500 books 
for the White House Library, the original 
which is being gathered in New York to 
be sent to Washington. 

The Fifty Books of the Year sent for 
the purpose by the American Institute of 
Graphic Arts. 

A display of book jackets by representa- 
tive publishers as the best produced by 
them during the past year. Vhese jackets 
were judged by a committee of three: 
advertising expert, artist and typographic 
expert, and an award made for the best 
shown. 

Examples of fine printing from Cali- 
fornia Presses. A display of advertising 
material by the National Association of 
Book Publishers was held in the main con- 
ference room of the Biltmore Hotel. 

During the Convention, a questionnaire 
was circulated asking booksellers fifty dif- 
ferent questions regarding trade practice. 
These were printed in the Publishers’ 
Weekly of April 19. 

The slogan of the Convention was: 
Celebrate, Confer, Consider, Cooperate, 
and this spirit of enjoyment and coopera- 
tion flavored the whole Convention. A full 
report will be printed in the Publishers’ 
Weekly of May roth. 

At the big banquet on Saturday night, 
the feature of the occasion was the dedi- 
cation of the White House Library and a 
speech was made by John Howell, the 
San Francisco bookseller, who had_ first 
suggested the idea. A telegram was re- 
ceived from Mr. Hoover and a reply sent. 
A replica of the Library was unveiled be- 
fore the convention members. Mrs. Stade 
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drew the curtain while the audience arose 
to the strains of the national anthem. The 
message to the President read: The Amer- 
ican Booksellers’ Association, Western 
Division, has just dedicated the Library 
for the White House which you have so 
cordially accepted for the pleasure of the 
Presidents and their families, in your mes- 
sage to us received today. May we express 
our appreciation of your gracious accept- 
ance in the name of the booksellers of the 
United States. Signed for the Committee, 
John Howell. 

Other speakers at the banquet were 
Monte Blue, toastmaster, Louis Bromfield, 
who spoke on the “Modern Trend in 
Literature,’ Hugh Lofting on “Writing 
and Illustrating for Children,’ Homer 
Croy on “How It Feels to Have a Book 
Made Into a Movie,” Lieutenant John 
Vanderveer Deuel on “Aspects of Avia- 
tion,’ and Richard Halliburton on “New 
Worlds to Conquer.” 

The discussions of the convention crys- 
tallized themselves in a series of resolu- 
tions passed on Saturday at the business 
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session. Among the more important ones 
were: a resolution condemning the increase 
in price cutting and asking booksellers and 
publishers to study the contract methods 
by which other industries obtained price 
stabilization; a resolution urging book- 
sellers and publishers to take into consid- 
eration a zone system of allowances on 
freight rates; a resolution urging the 
Publishers’ Association to study the pos- 
sibilities of lighter and cheaper packing 
methods, standardized catalogs, standard- 
ized billing forms and accounting methods ; 
a resolution urging the Executive Secre- 
tary to study plans for the establishment 
of a consolidated warehouse on the Pacific 
Coast; a resolution endorsing again the 
idea of a survey of the book business by 
the Harvard Business School; a resolution 
urging city groups to study methods of 
interchange of overstock; a resolution ex- 
pressing the hope that the convention might 
be held in Portland next year but also 
suggesting that the next convention should 
be less ambitious in its social features and 
concentrate more directly on business. 


Annual Convention of the 
College Bookstore Association 


HE College Bookstore Association, 

which now has members in thirty- 

five states, holds its Convention from 
May 15th to 17th in Philadelphia, the 
headquarters being Houston Hall, 3417 
Spruce Street on the campus of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania. ‘The official hotel 
is the Hotel Pennsylvania at Thirty-Ninth 
and Chestnut Streets. 

This Association has usually met in the 
same city and at the same time as the 
American Booksellers’ Association, but 
this year is meeting at its own place and 
time, and a full program has been outlined 
which includes open meetings for discus- 
sion, luncheons on each day with special 
guests and opportunities for entertainment. 

Thursday morning is given over to 
registration and inspection of the local col- 
lege bookshop. At the opening meeting at 
2 o'clock there will be a speech on ‘‘Sal- 


aries, Salary Scales and Bonus Plans’’ by 
Charles P. Garvin of the National Sta- 
tioners’ Association, “Principles of Mer- 
chandising and Advertising as Applied to 
the College Bookstore” by Dr. J. Russell

A Million Hours to Read 


Dal Hitchcock 


F course Dr. Laird did not really 
study sleep and fatigue for six 
years in order that he might clear 

his conscience on the score of reading in 
bed, but in his much talked of book, 
“Sleep” he does make an important state- 
ment. He says that the habit of reading 
in bed is not only harmless under the 
proper conditions, but that it is an excel- 
lent way to induce the morphic state. We, 
personally, are mighty appreciative of this 
scientific vindication of our old habit. 

Not only are we appreciative, we have 
become so interested that we have in our 
own way set out to make a contribution. 
We hope that it will not be too discourag- 
ing to science which rightly regards itself 
as the intelligent guide to right living, but 
we have discovered in our own, and we 
hope scientific, way that some people have 
not cared a hang whether they should 
read in bed or not, they have always done 
it anyway! 

Now, this does not detract from the 
value of Dr. Laird’s finding, especially in 
the light of modern psychology. We have 
been reading in bed, but we have always 
had the feeling, deeply repressed, that we 
were probably doing something that was 
bad for us. Physiologically it was not, 


for we used two pillows and put the light 
in the right place as the scientist tells us 
we should have; but when we think of 
the repressions, phobias and even fetishes 
we probably have acquired, we tremble. 
All that is gone now, and if he never 
spends another hour at research, Dr. Laird, 
with us, has gained immortality. 

He gave us an idea, and we feel that 
we have added supplementary evidence that 
we modestly admit is also of importance. 
We took down our dusty volume of 
“Who’s Who” and picked out five hun- 
dred people whom we envied. We wrote 
them each a letter, telling them of Dr. 
Laird’s important finding, and bluntly 
asked them if they read in bed. Never 
before has such a question been dared, but 
the scientist’s vindication now made it pos- 
sible, and we felt that people would answer 
without fear. 

We were jubilant, but as restrained as 
ever a jubilant person can be, and then, 
we wanted to spread the news. It also 
occurred to us that now, just as we could 
talk about the wonderful pleasure we have 
always found in ?eading in bed, so could 
everyone else. So we wrote our letters 
to the who’s who people and they did talk. 
The situation was cleared and the revela- 
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tion was marvelous. The response to our 
five hundred letters was more than grati- 
fying. 

If you have had experience with any- 
thing that smacks of a circular letter, you 
know that to get four or five replies out 
of every hundred is the usual result. Well, 
so immediate was the appreciation on the 
part of the busy and famous people whom 
we had asked to cooperate, that we have, 
to date, one-hundred-seventy-eight answers 
in spite of the probability that most of 
these people whom we have already said 
we envy, are in Bermuda or some other 
free country for the winter. The bulk 
of the returns are in, but every day late 
answers come with notes to the effect that 
‘We have just returned, and do hope that 
it is not too late to assist.”’ 

We have been flattered and we have 
been made afraid. Dozens of people were 
so interested that they wrote wonderful 
letters even though all we asked or hoped 
for was that they would check the ques- 
tions “ves” or “no.” Our private inter- 
est has been made a cause! We have been 
compared to “Birth Control,” by a Provi- 
dence jurist; we seem more worthy than 
“Temperance” to a Chicago merchant; and 
a Los Angeles author says in a profound 
dissertation that we are going to influence 
human welfare and happiness more pro- 
foundly than the new planet. That is 
wrong, for we are only human, not cosmic, 
though we do sometimes have an urge. 

Many men have generously given permis- 
sion to quote them as habitual bed readers. 
Daniel Carter Beard, Honorary Vice 
President of the Boy Scouts of America, 
closed his letter of encouragement in which 
he told in detail of the benefits he has 
derived from reading in bed, with “I am 
very much interested in your work.” 
Achmed Abdullah, famous New York 
novelist, answers emphatically “yes, heavy 
ethnological tomes and light detective 
novels.” Stark Young, who is often 
called New York’s leading dramatic critic 
and who is also a playwright and author, 
in answer to whether or not he reads in 
bed, says, “Yes, much. Essays and biog- 
raphy.” Eddie Cantor, one of the more 


droll New Yorkers and the frank gentle- 
man who told the world of his acute eco- 
nomic suffering last fall, discloses that even 
clowns are amused by clowns, for he says 
“Yes, (I read in bed) light fiction, 
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biographies, detective stories, humorous 
stories.” 

Temple Bailey, one of the busiest novel- 
ists of the moment, has troubled to give 
us the titles on her own bedside shelf. 
They make a fascinating list, here they 
are: Thomas Mann’s “Magic Moun- 
tain,’ Warwick Deeping’s ‘“Exile,” Sen- 
court’s “Life of George Meredith,” 
Maurois’s “Byron,” George Moore’s “He- 
loise and Abelard,” Angela Morgan’s 
“Creator Man,” Dr. Conrad’s “Secret of 
the Life Sublime,” “Pilgrim’s Progress,” 
Hans Andersen’s fairy tales and an old 
volume of Keats. 

There are dozens of others, F. F. Rock- 
well, Percival Wilde, William Beebe, 
Samuel Hopkins Adams, Mrs. Alice Ames 
Winter, Ralph Barton, Lincoln Colcord, 
John T. Winterich, Franklin P. Adams 
and more than one hundred and _ fifty 
others, including a large group of prom- 
inent ministers, Congressmen, jurists, in- 
dustrial leaders and men of protessions—-all 
of them avidly given to the habit of read- 
ing in bed. And now that they are sure 
that they are not leading testimonial-read- 
ing America into a dangerous habit, they 
are anxious to cooperate with us in telling 
readers who may have suffered from the 
superstition, for we have decided by now 
that it must have been a superstition, of 
the delight that awaits them the first time 
they settle comfortably into the pillows 
with a grand book. Think of the millions 
of hours, literally now, that could have 
been spent in delightful reading if we had 
not been inhibited by a false idea. Little 
by little we are really gaining freedom! 

What business has all this in a booktrade 
journal? Well, it seems pretty obvious to 
us. The public schools have taught Amer- 
ica to read, but the destiny of American 
culture is in the hands of the booksellers 
of the nation for they control its reading 
habits. (Apologies to librarians and others ; 
we are addressing booksellers just now.) 
Now, anything that will increase the avail- 
able hours for reading is of rather tangible 
value to the bookseller’s purse as well as 
to the spiritual satisfaction which ties him 
to his shop in spite of the pains of book 
clubs, price-cutting, John Sumner or his 
prototype and the hundred other ills that 
beset the man who tries to scorn the ab- 
solute rule of the almighty Dollar. The 
bookseller can do no better by himself or 
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his customers than to do all he can to 
spread the news and to help to create a 
universal habit of reading in bed. 

Here is a suggestion. There are two 
things that Americans enjoy almost above 
anything else—contests and clubs. The 
bookseller has little to wonder about be- 
tween now and the first of September, but 
how to pay the rent. A Bedside Bookshelf 
Contest which automatically makes every 
person who enters a member of the Read 
In Bed Club of America ( Unincorporated 
for no profit), will pay the rent and banish 
all thought of the dull season. Think of 
the possibilities—a display of the week’s 
best list as long as the contest runs, the 
way newspapers will play with the idea 
as soon as the bookseller breaks it in his 
community, the month’s choice for the 
Bedside Book Shelf that extends indef- 
initely into the future, selling hundreds of 
sets of the Grand Prize Winning List to 
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harrassed hostesses who have eternally 
wondered what books to put in the guest 
rooms, sermons in all the leading churches 
on “The Spiritual Value of Good Read- 
ing Before Rest” and on and on and on. 
It makes us dizzy. Little did Dr. Laird 
know what his few short paragraphs on the 
benefits of reading in bed were going to do. 

We have been enthusiastic and we mean 
it. You are a bookseller and have been 
reading in bed all your life. We know 
that, but think of the thousands of people, 
your customers, who cannot be booksellers. 
Our survey shows that half of them do not 
know that they can read in bed harmlessly. 
They must be told. If the Read In Bed 
Club of America, etc., etc. does not crowd 
trans-Atlantic flights and polar expeditions 
entirely out of the front page picture this 
spring and summer, booksellers are—no 
we don’t mean that, but it does seem like 
a good way to have some fun.

We have been told by many people that 
the Princeton University Bookshop was one 
of the most efficient of any American cam- 
pus bookshops, and, now that we have had 
a chance to visit it, we agree with what 
has been said. Mr. Bunn, the manager, 
has been given ample space for all his de- 


partments, but the book department is the 
first one enters. There is a nice system of 
alcoves, plenty of room for leisurely ex- 
amination of books, a very nice collection 
of old standards from $1 to $5, current 
books on every topic and current fiction in 
wide variety. The Princeton undergradu- 
ate must certainly be tempted to buy many 
books, as the stock is extremely well pre- 
sented, 

It was pleasant to have an opportunity 
to visit the Princeton University Press in 
company with Whitney Darrow of Scrib- 
ner’s, one of its directors, and with Paul 
Tomlinson, its general manager. This 
beautiful building, presented to the Uni- 
versity by the late Charles Scribner, alum- 
nus of Princeton, has fine equipment and 
attractive editorial offices. One of the most 
interesting things we saw there was a lino- 
type which was setting a book in Arabic. 
The University has an unusual collection 
of Oriental literature and in planning the 
publication of Oriental books the linotype 
company has been giving very valuable co- 
operation. The linotype has prepared slugs 
for a number of the Oriental languages. 
Some of the difficulties faced may be 
judged from the fact that, while the Arabic 
alphabet, so the composer informed us, has 
twenty-nine letters, these letters assume so 
many different forms at the beginning, 
middle or end of words that there had to 
be about 170 characters on the machine. B, 
for instance, has six different forms. In 
visiting a publishing house like that of the 
Press, it is always interesting to look over 
the office samples which show the progress 
of the publishing year after year. Prince- 
ton books are of very high quality. We 
saw the very latest volume added to the 
row of Carpenter’s “Development of 
American Political Thought.” We are in- 
terested to notice that the current discus-

VERY dealer in autographs as well 
as every collector will need for his 
working library “Word Shadows of 
the Great; the Lure of Autograph Collect- 
ing” which Thomas F. Madigan, New 
York’s largest dealer in manuscript mate- 
rial, has published with the Stokes imprint.

chart giving the prices of these autographs 
from William Williams’ signature which 
recently sold at $40 to the elusive Button 
Gwinnett’s which has brought nearly 
$20,000. Another chapter tells of the ro- 
mance of White House autographs and still 
another of the problem of collecting the 
autographs of the great Napoleon. The 
volume is amply indexed and will, by the 


fascination of its records, increase the num- 
ber of delighted collectors of autograph 
material, as Mr. Newton’s famous books 
have increased the collecting of rare books. 
Besides the regular edition, there has 
been printed a collectors’ edition of 300 
numbered and signed conies, into each vol- 
ume of which has been laid an original 
autographed letter of some famous author, 
statesman or general, and there are eight 
plates not included in the trade edition.

values last year was that connected 
with the publication of Doubleday, Doran’s 
volume on Currier & Ives’ prints in a 
limited edition, which is now bringing six 
or eight times its publication price. 

A book of information on prints in more 
modest form, but still of very special value 
to booksellers, has just come from the Cen- 
tury Co., “Early American Prints’ by 
Carl W. Drepperd. It studies in detail 
the prints of the Colonial period, the 
Revolutionary period, the golden age of 
American engraving, beginnings of Ameri- 
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can lithography, the lithographs of Currier 
& Ives, book and magazine illustrations 
and early American caricature. Each 
chapter gives specific information as well 
as general discussion. ‘The bibliography 
mentions eighteen books that should be of 
value to the dealer in prints, as well as a 
list of important auction catalogs whose 
records are part of the history of book 
collecting. The book is indexed. 


League of Nations Finds 
Difficulties of Censorship 


HE difficulties of intelligent censor- 

ship and the dangers of misapplica- 

tion of laws by bigoted and ignorant 
administrators were stressed last week be- 
fore the League of Nations Committee for 
the Protection of Women and Children 
which is considering international control 
of obscene literature. 

British, German and American experts 
cited experience with the laws of these 
nations. The British expert, S$. W. Harris, 
expressed the opinion that it was necessary 
to concentrate efforts of control upon liter- 
ature that is purely and simply _porno- 
graphic, leaving alone the works of authors 
who have literary claims. The German, 
Dr. Baumer, said that the present laws of 
Germany were violently opposed by authors 
at the time they were put in force, but 
that now, after a trial, it had been found 
that legitimate writing was practically un- 
hampered. The American authority, Bas- 
comb Johnson, warned the conference 
against the misapplication of laws, citing 
the recent conviction in American courts 
of the author of a highly commended, edu- 
cational pamphlet on sex education.

Therefore the 
sales they make represent to the publisher 
an entirely separate market, a p/us business 
not otherwise attainable.” Plus business is 
used to designate the general run of books 
which are sold through every available 
channel. The Readmore Lending Libraries 
are a well organized feature of this book 
service from the American News Com- 
pany, and are run on the simple policy of 
handling only those books which are most 
in demand. 

This is the way in which a new book 
is bought and sold, in terms of “maximum” 
distribution; ““A well-known nublisher has 
in course of preparation a book which he 
believes may develop into a good seller. 
He plans to have it on sale in April yet 
sometime in the previous November he 
will include it on his “tentative spring list” 
which he sends to the Department of 
Books of the American News Company, 
Inc. Under this listing will be its: title, 
author’s name, its probable price and ten- 
tative publication date ...... 

“Equipped with this information, the De- 
partment of Books now considers every 
factor that may influence the sale of the 
baa. «avi The book is then classified 
according to its estimated sales possibilities, 
and at an opportune time the branches of 
the American News Company are given 
an advance account of it in the Daily Cir- 
cular. 

At each branch the sales possibilities of 
the new book are also carefully weighed 
and the local demand is forecast...... 

“Thus having to some extent confirmed 
the value of its estimate of the book’s po- 
tential sale ...... an order is placed with 
the publisher.” In March the Depart- 
ment of Books distributes book jackets and 
dummies for use by their book salesmen, 
and by April the progressive dealers have 
copies on hand. 
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Tributes to Charles Scribner 


HE tributes which the passing of 
Charles Scribner called forth in the 
press have been many. The New 
York Herald Tribune said editorially: 
“Tf ever the spirit of a man was infused 
into the stuff in which he worked, it 
was the spirit of Charles Scribner. He 
was a publisher in part because his father 
had been one before him, founding their 
famous house as far back as 1846, but he 
was a publisher also because he loved let- 
ters. When he put his imprint upon a 
book it was a sign that he believed in its 
literary merit and he backed it with the 
fervor of a man for whom the things of 
the mind held a peculiar delight, a potent 
stimulus. Authors whom he once _ pub- 
lished were wont to stay by him with a 
loyalty having its sources in both profes- 
sional and personal feeling. They knew 
they were in good hands when he looked 
after their books. They valued, too, their 
contacts with the man, with his thought- 
fulness and sweetness, with the sympathy 
that was one of his most endearing gifts.” 
Dean West of Princeton wrote: 
“Ever since his graduation fifty-five 
years ago Charles Scribner steadily devoted 
a large part of his time and means to ad- 
vancing the welfare of Princeton Univer- 
sity. Because of his literary tastes, he was 
deeply interested in classical and English 
literature, in the general development of 
the university library under his guidance 
and in the foundation and conduct of the 
Princeton University Press. ‘The intellec- 
tual tone of the university was his chief 
concern, and his modest, untiring efforts 
have been crowned with most gratifying 
success. By his death Princeton loses one 
of the wisest counsellors on her board of 
trustees and one of her most devoted sons.” 
The board of directors of the Scribner 
firm wrote the following resolution: 
‘The son of the founder of the business, 
he was for more than fifty years the guide 
and inspiration of the publishing house 
which under his direction never faltered in 
a steady development and expansion in all 
departments. He was keenly interested in 
every phase of this activity, and intimately 
steered both the literary and financial 
work, 
“He founded the present Magazine in 
1886, and was the close friend and adviser 
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of many of its most distinguished contrib- 
utors in England and in this country. 

‘But for us, his associates, he was the 
alert and discerning leader who never fal- 
tered in the grasp of the complicated prob- 
lems which were put before him. Around 
him he gathered a group of men who 
looked on him as their loyal friend and 
incomparable chief. 

“We, the Directors and representatives 
of this large body of employees, wish to re- 
cord here our sense of personal loss. All 
of us are grateful for the opportunity 
which gave us a part in this long associa- 
tion in congenial work under such a leader 
as Charles Scribner.” 


Publishers Win Point in “Pay 
Day” Hearing 


T the first hearing of the charges 
brought against Brewer and Warren 
by the New York Society for the Suppres- 
sion of Vice involving Nathan Asch’s novel 
“Pay Day,” the defense was sustained in 
its objection to the marked copy of the 
book which the complainant submitted to 
the court as evidence. Morris L. Ernst, 
attorney for the defense, submitted an un- 
marked copy in its place which was ac- 
cepted by Magistrate Henry M. R. Good- 
man, who heard the case. 

Charles J. Bamberger, agent of the 
society, told of purchasing the book under 
the alias of Dan Murray, as reported in 
the Publishers’ Weekly of April 19th, and 
of taking part in the raid directed by 
Sumner on the offices of the publisher, on 
April 17th. Ernst cited the famous cases 
of ‘‘Madeleine”’ in which Harper was a 
successful defendant against the charges 
brought by the society and of “Mademoi- 
selle de Maupin” in which a clerk was 
successful in a counter suit against the 
society. He pointed out the similarity of 
“Pay Day” to these books which have been 
upheld by the courts. 

Sumner was also charged with seizing 
books at the Brewer and Warren offices 
which were not involved and which were 
not accounted for on the receipt given by 
the society's agents. Sumner denied this 
charge with visible anger. 

The case was adjourned until Saturday 
morning to allow the magistrate time for 
reading the book. 
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Vollbehr Purchase Bill Reported 


HE House Committee on the Li- 
brary reports without comment Bill 
H. R. 6147 authorizing the expen- 
diture of $1,500,000 for the purchase of 
the Vollbehr collection of incunabula. The 
bill was introduced in the House by Rep- 
resentative Collins, of Mississippi, and at 
the recent hearing librarians, university 
representatives and collectors emphasized 
the importance of this great collection of 
3000 books printed before 1500 and the 
value of owning one of the three known 
copies of the Gutenberg Bible in vellum. 
Telegrams and letters poured into the 
committee chamber urging the purchase. 
Representative Collins stated that a sufh- 
cient number of Senators and Representa- 
tives have written letters endorsing the bill 
to insure its passage, but that some danger 
of delay exists through a general slowing 
up of appropriations. If the purchase is 
not authorized in this session it is lost to 
the United States. 


Simon and Schuster Move 


O N May 1st Simon and Schuster moved 

their offices from 37 West 57th Street 
to 386 Fourth Avenue, New York. The 
firm was established at the 57th Street 
address six years ago, and its growth has 
been an emphatic answer to a question 
asked of them on the second morning 
of their career. When the gentlemen 
reached their offices on that second morn- 
ing, the bright, new sign on the door which 
read “Simon and Schuster, Publishers’’ had 
suffered the cryptic annotation, “Of

1000 Mss. Submitted to Long- 
mans, Green 


HE Longmans, Green novel contest 

closed April 15th with 1000 manu- 
scripts for consideration. ‘The number of 
authors represented is 882, some of them 
having submitted as many as five novels. 
The staff in charge of the contest has ar- 
rived at a few preliminary statistics. 

If laid end to end, the 81,250,000 words 
written for this contest would reach from 
New York City to Cincinnati, a distance 
of -757 miles. The total weight of the 
manuscripts is 3,500 pounds. ‘There are 
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entrants from every state in the Union, 
with New York in the lead. Foreign na- 
tions, including New Zealand, India, South 
Africa and the Fiji Island are represented. 
It is estimated that the total cost of typing 
alone has been $42,625 and that the au- 
thors’ time at the conservative figure of 
$.50 an hour would run to $32,500. 

With this quantity of material before 
them, it is impossible for the judges to 
announce a definite date for making the 
award, but they hope to have reached a 
decision by the end of May. 


Printing Strike Threatens 


HE newspapers of New York are seri- 

ously threatened with a strike in their 
composing and press rooms owing to the 
demand of the unions of a five day week 
with six day pay. The contract between 
the publishers and printers has expired 
some time back but no further agreement 
has been worked out, owing to an impasse 
on this subject. The change of a five day 
week would not only create a great in- 
crease in the payrolls but in the case of a 
six day newspaper it would introduce a 
complication in employment hours. It 
would add difficulty to the production of 
the newspapers. The publishers and other 
users of printing are interested in this 
crisis because if the five day week comes 
into the newspaper field, it may come into 
printing shops and will be reflected in a 
rising cost of production, which would 
make a crisis in many industries.

UNSOLICITED BOOKS FOR 
LIBRARIES 


Public Library, Des Moines, [a. 
April 9, 1930. 
Editor, Publishers’ W eekly: 

A problem faced by every library book 
order department is that of unsolicited 
books sent on approval either by authors or 
the smaller publishers. No librarian wants 
to ignore such books, as sometimes, though 
infrequently, they are of value and many 
times they are books about which trade in- 
formation is difficult to secure through 
regular channels. The constant receipt of 
such books is a nuisance, however, as many 
times the book is received without any in- 
dication of whether it is a gift or an ap- 
proval copy. Some years ago in this li- 
brary, we attempted to discourage the 
practice by notifying the sender that the 
book would be held for disposition at his 
expense, that he could either call for it or 
send us a fee covering postage and packing 
charges. This method, however, proved 
unsuccessful. 

A letter recently received reads: “We 
have a new volume of by 
just from the press, which we would like 
to submit for your inspection. We did not 
feel at liberty to send a volume without 
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first having your consent. It will be a 
courtesy to us if you will reply at an early 
date. Please find card enclosed for you 
convenience.” Enclosed is a stamped ad 
dressed postal card which makes it easy to 
reply. ; 

It seems to me that this method of offer 
ing to send a book on request is so satis- 
factory to both parties concerned that it is 
worth commenting upon. ‘The letter is 
short and to the point. It could only be 
improved by adding the price and the dis 
count which the publisher allows the li 
brary, but this information may come with 
the books. 

It is hard not to be prejudiced in ad 
vance against a book which-comes unso 
licited. A book for which such a request 
card is sent would receive unbiased con 
sideration and could be referred to the 
proper department through regular chan- 
nels, since the library is enabled to make 
the usual order record at the time the re- 
quest Is sent.

ITH most of the “big” books of 

the spring season already out, 

May still brings a number of non- 
fiction books that offer continuous profits 
to the bookseller. With Clemenceau’s 
own book selling well, Harcourt, Brace 
presents another biography of the Tiger, 
who has, perhaps, been the favorite sub- 
ject of biography this season. See Adam. 
In this same week is published a life of 
von Hindenburg by Weterstetten and 
Watson. A French scholar and translator 
of Emerson’s Journal, Régis Michaud is 
the author of a life of “the enraptured 
Yankee,” which is published in attractive 
format. The later years of Thomas Hardy 
are described by Mrs. Hardy. 

A book, which will undoubtedly have 
big sales, not only because of the popu- 
larity of its author, Alec Waugh, and its 
illustrator, Lynd Ward, who did ‘‘God’s 
Man,” but also because it is out of ordi- 
nary pattern of travel stories and sketches, 
is “Hot Countries.” Amy Lowell’s es- 
says on poetry and poets are new first edi- 
tion material. Sisley Huddleston, who 
wrote about “Europe in Zigzags,” has a 
new volume of short articles, which tell 
“What’s Right with America.” Two 
other books of somewhat similar content 
and interest are a compilation of selections 
from biography, history, criticism, folklore, 
etc., all about America, by Hazard, and 
an analysis of the growing world-con- 
sciousness of America, by H. V. Kalten- 
born, well-known radio speaker.

The fascination of books on crime never 
dies out, and the new work of a famous 
criminologist H. Ashton-Wolfe on the 
work of the Paris Sureté has a potential 
sale to any one who reads detective stories. 
A collection of essays by Rutledge has a 
very definite appeal to buyers who like 
reading of the quiet and peaceful sort, 
with a background of nature. “The Last 
Rustler,” on the other hand, is a very ex- 
citing autobiography of a bad man of the 
West, who has now settled down to a quiet 
life in the movies. A two-volume work on 
the Federal Reserve System by Paul M. 
Warburg is valuable for bankers, econo- 
mists, students, etc. 

A most charming juvenile, “The 
Washington Picture-Book’ contains the 
full-page drawings, most of them in color, 
of Lois Lenski. “The Town Crier of 
Gevrey” is an appealing story of French 
children during the War by Kerr. 

Modern art, in home-building, furnish- 
ing, household articles of various kinds, is 
pictured, with some text, in the year book 
of Creative Art, edited by Holme and 
Wainwright. “Two volumes for those in- 
terested in period furnishing and interiors, 
containing many fine plates, are a second 
series of “Colonial Interiors” by Sale and 
“Historic Interiors in Colour.” Art applied 
to dress and personal appearance is very 
completely treated by Margaret Story.

ULL reports of the sale at Sotheby’s, 
HK in London, April 14 to 17 inclusive, 

will be awaited with interest. Cables 
the next day report that American deal- 
ers swept the board, getting nearly all the 
rarest books and manuscripts. ‘The last 
item of the sale was a three page auto- 
graph letter of Jane Austen’s, in which 
the authoress speaks of having sold “Pride 
and Prejudice” to the publisher, T. 
Edgerton, for £100. “I’d rather have had 
£150,” she wrote, “but we couldn't 
both be pleased. ‘The money is to be paid 
at the end of twelve months.” ‘The letter 
fetched a much higher price than the novel 
itself—£1,000. Walter M. Hill, of Chi- 
cago, was the purchaser. Mr. Hill also 
bought twenty-four lines of Shelley’s “Re- 
volt of Islam,” in the poet’s handwriting, 
paying £660 for it. Gabriel Wells paid 
£586 for six notebooks in George Eliot’s 
handwriting and £215 for a letter written 
by Shelley to Lord Byron from Venice. 
A copy of a first edition of Goldsmith’s 
“Vicar of Wakefield,” fetched £660 and 
an uncut copy of Lord Chesterfield’s 
“Letters” published in 1721 reached the 
record figure of £220. 


DRAMATIZATION for the first 

time of Percy Bysshe Shelley’s 
“Prometheus Unbound” was given last 
week in the Church of St. Mark’s-in-the- 
Bowerie, Tenth Street, in this city, by the 
choreographic and dramatic groups of the 
parish. The production was under the di- 
rection of Phoebe Anna Guthrie, daughter 
of the Rev. William Norman Guthrie, 
rector of the Church. In discussing the

dramatization Dr. Guthrie said: “We 
speak often of the world’s urgent need, 
because of its rapid unification, of a new 
world-religion. In Shelley’s day, the en- 
cyclopedists and revolutionary writers of 
France had created among intellectuals a 
feeling that Christianity was doomed. 
Shelley saw the expected ‘twilight of the 
gods’ as the dawn of a greater divinity. 
He perceived that there was always a 
nexus between new and old; that cults, 
rites and myths, and often names, survive 
from the old, to receive fresh meaning and 
power as vehicles of a new spirit. Herein 
lies the value to us of ‘Prometheus Un- 
bound,’ perhaps the greatest lyrical drama 
in all history.” In this dramatic arrange- 
ment the text has been condensed and was 
presented in three acts. 


HE Spring announcements of the 

Harvard University Press has several 
books that will be of special interest to 
collectors, among them ‘Pineapples of the 
Finest Flavor, or, a Selection of Sundry 
Unpublished Letters of the English 
Roscius, David Garrick,” printed in a 
limited edition at the Merrymount Press; 
“The Shelley Notebook,” with notes and 
a postscript by George Edward Wood- 
berry, in which Shelley and his wife wrote 
some of the poet’s most prized verses, the 
original of which has long been one of the 
treasures of the Harvard College Library ; 
and “The Journal of Washington Irving,” 
edited by Stanley Williams of Yale Uni- 
versity, an exact reproduction of a manu- 
script Journal kept by Washington Irving 
during about thirteen months of his life 
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in Germany, Holland, France and Eng- 
land, in which he describes his literary 
projects in the period just following the 
successes of “The Sketch Book” and 
“Bracebridge Hall,” and reveals his sources 
and methods in writing his next book, 
“Tales of a Traveller.” 


A’ important selection of books and 

manuscripts, to be sold for the build- 
ing fund of All Souls Unitarian Church, 
by order of the Women’s Alliance of that 
church, with additions, will be dispersed 
on May 12 and 13 by the American Art 
Association, Anderson Galleries, Inc. 
These selections include correspondence of 
Lewis Carroll with Harry Furniss in re- 
lation to “Sylvie and Bruno” with origi- 
nal drawings by Furniss; a first edition of 
‘“Maggie” by Stephen Crane; private press 
books, autographs, sporting prints and book 
collector’s first editions, among the au- 
thors well represented being Sherwood 
Anderson, Arnold Bennett, John Drink- 
water, Aldous Huxley, John Masefield, 
Christopher Morley, Kate Greenaway, 
George Moore and Max Beerbohm. There 
are many fine colored plate books and some 
valuable autographic material. Rarities of 
interest to collectors are numerous and in 
fine condition. 


HROUGH tthe gift of Senator 

David A. Reed, of Pennsylvania, the 
cottage where John Milton once lived now 
contains a copy of the first edition of 
‘Paradise Lost.” J. Ramsay MacDonald 
made the announcement as follows: “Re- 
cently I had the opportunity of taking 
Senator Reed, who is a member of the 
delegation to the naval conference, round 
Milton’s cottage at Chalfont, St. Giles, 
Buckinghamshire. He inquired if there 
was in the cottage a first edition of Mil- 
ton’s ‘Paradise Lost.’ There was no such 
copy there. Senator Reed has sent a first 
edition of the book.” 


‘THE Brick Row Book Shop, Inc., of 

New York, has just issued a handsome 
catalog entitled “A List of Recommended 
Books, including a special group of un- 
usually desirable books in First Editions.” 
The list of 235 items includes biography, 
essays, history, poetry old and new, an- 
thologies, fiction, garden books, illustrated 
books, fishing books, and old and rare 
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books. The catalog shows very careful se- 
lection of material and will be of interest 
to any one who has a penchant for new 
ideas in cataloging. 


A RARE James Fenimore Cooper item, 

entitled “New York” and written as 
the proposed Introduction to a novel to be 
called “Men of Manhattan” which was 
never published, is announced for imme- 
diate publication by William Farquhar 
Payson. This is the first book on the list 
of Mr. Payson, formerly president of Pay- 
son & Clarke, Ltd., and former editor of 
“The Connoisseur,’ who recently an- 
nounced his return to the book field as an 
independent publisher. 

“New York,” thought to be the only 
book, or part of a book, by the author of 
the “Leatherstocking Tales” which has not 
yet been issued in book form, is an essay on 
the Manhattan of Cooper’s time, with a 
prophetic description of its future develop- 
ment. Its only publication was as a serial 
in a magazine, published daily for two 
weeks only during the Civil War in con- 
nection with a Charity Fair held to raise 
money for the relief of wounded Union 
soldiers. 

Before “Men of Manhattan” was com- 
pleted, a fire in the printing office de- 
stroyed all of it except the Introduction, 
which however runs to nearly 12,000 
words. This appeared in installments in 
“The Spirit of the Fair” for the two weeks 
of that magazine’s existence. Bound copies 
of the magazine are scarce. 

The book will be a genuine “first” of 
great interest to collectors of Cooperiana. 
The format and binding characteristic will 
be of the period, the typography by S. A. 
Jacobs, designer for the Stratford Press. 
The edition is limited to 765 copies, at 


$10. 


STEWART KIDD have __ recently 

bought from Brutus Clay, son of 
Cassius Clay, Ambassador to Russia in the 
60s, a mass of correspondence of interest- 
ing historical character, including practi- 
cally all the letters received by Clay during 
the Civil War. Almost every leader of the 
times is included in the correspondence. in- 
cluding Lincoln. Clay was one of the most 
active of abolitionists and came from 
Kentucky, where his descendants still live. 
Other people represented in the collection 
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are Wendell Phillips, Bryant, Beecher, 
Lowell, Harriet Beecher Stowe, Charles 
Dana, Tolstoy, Lord Palmerston and 
others. The purchase of this collection has 
attracted great attention in the press in 
Cincinnati. 


ECENT catalogs of Elkins Mat- 

hews Ltd., rare book dealers of 
London, have been noteworthy not 
only for the fine selections of first editions 
offered for sale, but also for the discussion 
of collector’s problems in the introductory 
“Notes for Collectors.” The February 
number took up “Advertisements” as a part 
of first editions from the collector’s poiit 
of view; the March number, “Whether 
editions follow the flag,’ as some claim, 
and that the first American edition of an 
American author, and the first English edi- 
tion of an English author, is the “real” 
first; and the current April number 
“*Points’ in Modern First Editions.” 
There has been a soundness of view, and a 
clearness of statement and effectiveness of 
illustration, that has been clarifying. In 
this last number Percy H. Muir says: 
“There is a certain number of tiresome 


people, however, whose knowledge of bibli- 
ography is slight, but who, nevertheless, 
do not hesitate to assume authority for 


what they call ‘points.’ These ‘points’ 
are, most often, minor variations in print- 
ing of advertisements of books which are 
either entirely devoid of significance, or else 
point to a conclusion contrary to that 
thrust forward by the ‘discoverer.’ It is 
not too much to say that a careful search 
would discover variations in the printing of 
almost every book that is issued. I would 
suggest as a safe general rule, that where 
one copy of a book is normal and another 
shows a slight eccentricity of type or page 
numbering, the normal copy, in the ab- 
sence of any direct evidence to the con- 
trary, must be considered the earlier. Mod- 
ern printing has reached such a fine point 
of accuracy, and the proof readers em- 
ployed by the best printers are such mas- 
ters of their art, that it is exceedingly dif- 
ficult for an imperfect form to get to the 
stage of imposition without its imperfec- 
tions being noted and corrected. ‘This 
means that missing words, or letters, and 
still more, missing punctuation marks or 
page numbers, are usually the result of 
some imperfection arising while the sheet 
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is being printed off, and thus entirely de- 
void of significance. . . . Bibliography is an 
exact science, and he who would solve its 
difficulties must approach them sceptically. 
He will regard every discovery with the ut- 
most suspicion, granting its truth only 
when convinced by evidence, and his scep- 
ticism will be in dirtct ratio to the glibness 
with which the ‘discovery’ is announced. 
If the collector will follow this policy, he 
will be rewarded by seeing the vast major- 
ity of ‘points’ disappear before his eyes, 
and, incidentally, he will save himself a 
great deal of money, which has hitherto 
gone into the pockets of the foolish or un- 
scrupulous people who indulge in unde- 
sirable practices of the nature that we have 


indicated.” 
A SALE mainly of George Bernard 
Shaw material was held by _ the 
American Art Association, Anderson Gal- 
leries, Inc., April 30. The catalog con- 
tained three important groups of Shaw let- 
ters, one to Frederick H. Evans, one to 
Arnold Dolmetsch, and the third to Frank 
Harris. Many of these letters are so long 
and deal so thoroughly with their subject 
that they are as important and valuable as 
the manuscripts of the author’s published 
works. Shaw has stated that it is his 
habit to destroy his manuscripts, which is 
borne out by the fact that only one com- 
plete manuscript, that of ‘‘Widowers’ 
Houses” and portions of “Love Among the 
Artists” has come to light. The scarcity 
of manuscripts will give these letters espe- 
cial value in the eyes of collectors. In ad- 
dition to the Shaw letters, there are first 
editions of Shaw, Arnold Bennett, other 
nineteenth century authors, a letter of 
Keats, and other rare and desirable ma- 
terial. 


ENRY HAZLITT, in an article en- 

titled “Who Reads the Classics Now?” 
printed in The Nation, gives the results of 
a survey to determine “What is the pres- 
ent ratio in the reading of old books as 
compared with current books?’ ‘The 
general conclusions,’ says Mr. Hazlitt, 
“that can be confidently drawn from this 
survey are perhaps meager. A few generali- 
zations, however, seem reasonably safe, 
The current reading of older books, as 
shown by the experience of libraries and by 
the reprint series of many publishers, is at 
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least far from negligible. Indeed, the cur- 
rent sales of, say the ten leading old books, 
in all editions, would compare favorably 
with the ten leading new books. We must 
remember, too, that the reading of older 
books is probably comparatively greater 
than either current sales of such books or 
library borrowing would indicate: there is, 
for example, the important factor of in- 
herited home libraries.” 


A COLLECTION of 225 ancient Eng- 

lish legal documents has been presented 
to New York University as the gift of 
Frederick Brown. ‘The collection, cover- 
ing English law dating to the thirteenth 
century, was translated from the Latin by 
Arthur A. Mitchell, Nassau Street lawyer- 
collector. ‘The documents, yellowed with 
age, are beautifully written in monastic 
and old chancery script. The red ink used 
in some of the documents was made of red 
lead, or oxide of iron; some are done in 
green. Each scribe made his own ink by 
his own formula, principally out of oak 
galls, known as iron-gall ink, and sulphate 
of iron. All of the ancient deeds are not 
signed but sealed. ‘The Normans are sup- 
posed to have introduced the seals which 
were used extensively until about the six- 
teenth century. 


N important sale of selections from 

many consignments will be held at 
Sotheby’s, in London, on May 5 and the 
two following days. The 661 lots com- 
prise a small collection of Dr. Johnson and 
his contemporaries; a Kilmarnock Burns, 
a good Second Folio of Shakespeare, plays 
extracted from the First Folio, a trial issue 
of Dickens’ “Christmas Carol’; a copy of 
“Bleak House” with draft headlines in- 
serted throughout in the author’s hand- 
writing; Whitman’s “Leaves of Grass,” 


1855, a Flemish MSS., Americana, includ- 
ing an official transcript of the 13th 


Amendment signed by Abraham Lincoln; 
autograph poems by Allen Ramsey, letters 
by Hardy, and much other rare and de- 
sirable collector’s material. 


HE discovery in India has been an- 
nounced of an illuminated manuscript 
of the ‘““Rubaiyat of Omar Khayyam”’ of 
a date so early as to prove conclusively 
that it was the East and not the West that 
produced the first illuminated copy of the 
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poem. The manuscript comprises 206 
quatrains and was made in 1505—only 
forty-six years after the priceless copy in 
the Bodleian Library in Oxford. It was 
translated by Sultan Ali of Mushbad and 
finely decorated with miniatures regarded 
as splendid specimens of the Persian art 
which flourished under Tamerlane. 


HE National Library of France has 

recently received three priceless books: 
a copy of “L’Institution Chretienne,” by 
John Calvin, with preface in his handwrit- 
ing addressed to King Francis I in 1541; a 
copy of Oposcules et Petitz Traistez,” by 
Clement Marot, published by Arnouillet, 
Lyons, 1520; and a unique copy of “Isle 
Sonnante,” by Francois Rabelais, 1562. 
The three books were the gift of the widow 
of a French bibliophile. 


FRANK J. WILDER, of Somerville, 
Mass., sold 310 lots of Americana 
on April 30. The collection contained 
pamphlets on Millerism, American first - 
editions, genealogy, Mormonism, Masonry, 
North American Indians, comprising con- 
signments from the Berkshire Athenaeum, 
the Estate of A. M. Goodspeed, of New 
Bedford, Mass., with additions. This is 
the second catalog issued by Mr. Wilder.

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The Development of Printing 
by Offset Lithography 
With especial reference to the Knudsen Process

()'« 125 years ago Alois Senefelder 
discovered that if he made a de- 
sign on a porous stone with a 
erease-crayon and spread a film of water 
over the entire surface he could ink it 
with a grease ink and make accurate im- 
pressions of his design on paper. This 
was because grease and water will not mix 
and only the parts of the stone which had 
been drawn on would pick up ink from 
his roller. This is the method of lithog- 
raphy that is practiced by artists today, 
and is the basis of all planographic print- 
ing, 

Fifty years later was built the first print- 
ing press to carry a lithographic stone, 
and from then on larger and larger presses 
were built, making 500 impressions an 
hour, each with its heavy stone that 
travelled back and forth under the turn- 
ing cylinder which carried the sheet of 
paper. In the nineties, after many experi- 
ments, a way of graining a thin metal 
plate was found so that it would, like the 
stone, hold a smooth film of water. This 
plate could be strapped around a second 
cylinder, and the speed of the press in- 
creased to 1200 impressions an hour. The 
work done by this method was, however, 
far inferior in quality to that printed from 
stone, and it was not until the principle 
of offset-printing was applied, that good re- 
sults were obtained. 

The method of having a resilient rubber 
roller lift the ink from a printing plate 


and then make the impression had been 
used for forty years for printing on tin 
boxes and other metal surfaces because, 
obviously, it is impossible to print well 
by bringing two metal surfaces into con- 
tact. In 1907 a man named Rubel, in his 
shop in Nutley, N. J., first thought of 
applying this principle to lithography, and 
the results were excellent. It was imme- 
diately apparent that this method had 
enormous possibilities, and efforts were 
made to do halftone printing in this way. 

The halftone screen, as is well known, 
consists of two pieces of glass ruled with 
fine scratches and cemented together to 
form a series of minute lenses through 
which the image passes in the camera and 
by which it is broken into dots of varying 
sizes. (This principle has been described 
in detail in these pages too many times to 
require further explanation here.) Even 
under the most favorable conditions, it is 
impossible to obtain, with this screen, a 
negative in which the highlights do not 
have a series of ‘tiny black dots, and the 
deepest black a series of white ones. In 
making relief plates by photo-engraving, 
this shortcoming may be largely corrected 
by re-etching and tooling the plates, and by 
making overlays and underlays when print- 
ing. These operations are difficult, de- 
pend entirely on the skill of the work- 
men, and the possibilities of error are 
enormous, especially in color work. In 
planographic printing these means of cor- 
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rection are not available because the plate 
is not etched into relief, and because over- 
laying is not possible. This explains why 
halftone plates made for the offset press 
by the ordinary method present the 
familiar flat, veiled, grayish appearance 
that has made the name of offset print- 
ing synonymous with poor results. 

For fifteen years workers in this field 
experimented with ways of overcoming this 
fault: by using a finer screen; by deep- 
etching the plate; by coating the plate 
with gelatine so that a finer screen could 
be used; and so on; but in all of these 
the original method of making the negative 
was adhered to, and the improvement was 
negligible. 

The man who finally went back to the 
first step in the method and invented a 
new screen, a new photographic film, and 
new machines and devices for the entire 
plate-making process, and was the first to 
demonstrate the full possibilities of the off- 
set press, is Hugo Knudsen. He and his 
craft have so definitely grown up together, 
that his own history is practically the his- 
tory of offset printing, and it is altogether 
fitting that he should be writing the pres- 
ent important chapter. He was born in 
Denmark in 1876, five years before the 
invention of the halftone screen. At 
fifteen he left school to be a photographer, 
but, finding no opening, he was appren- 
ticed to a lithographer in Haderslev. The 
day his apprenticeship ended he went to 
Copenhagen and found work in an extra- 
ordinary shop owned by a wealthy hard- 
ware merchant who was enamored of the 
graphic arts, and who had in his garden a 
studio with workmen and equipment for the 
practice of photography, photo- -engraving, 
photo-gelatin and photogravure printing, 
lithography and_ photo-lithography. In 
this shop he acquired the intimate knowl- 
edge of all the reproductive processes 
which later proved so valuable. 

In 1901 he came to New York and for 
six years worked in various lithographic 
establishments. In 1907 he saw some of 
the first sheets printed by offset lithography 
by Mr. Rubel of Nutley, and became con- 
vinced that this method of printing was to 
become the most important development in 
the industry. He left his job, and set to 
work on the problem. For years he ex- 
perimented with the ordinary halftone 


screen, and during those years he invented 
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and installed, in shops, where the offset 
press was in use, methods and processes 
which simplified and improved the work. 
Most of these improvements are still in 
use. For a period he had a plate-making 
shop in the Schirmer music-printing plant. 
He formed a combination with the owners 
of the plant, and produced supplements 
for the New York Sun, the Springfield 
Republican, the Hartford Times, and the 
Syracuse Herald, and for a year and a half 
32,000 copies weekly of Puck. In 1919 
and 1920 he installed an offset plant for 
the McCall Company which, since that 
time, has produced over 50,000 plates for 
the printing of dress patterns. 

During all of this time he continued 
his experiments, and in 1922 he invented 
and perfected an entirely new screen with 
which it was possible to make halftone 
negatives varying in value from clear 
white to solid black without re-touching 
or other hand work on negative or plate. 
This invention was of immeasurable im- 
portance. It was not only applicable to 
the making of plates for the offset press, 
but to the making of ordinary halftone 
relief-plates for letter-press printing. Mr. 
Knudsen demonstrated this to a commit- 
tee of the American Photo-Engravers’ As- 
sociation. It was shown that this process 
would not only improve the quality of the 
work, but would reduce _plate-making 
costs. It was entirely mechanical, instead 
of partly mechanical, and eliminated the 
uncertain human element entirely, The As- 
sociation made a report of all this to its 
members in a letter dated August 22, 
1922, in which it stated that “The pro- 
cess has possibilities of a revolutionary 
character.” Mr. Knudsen decided, how- 
ever, to restrict the application of his in- 
ventions to offset printing, which was still 
in its infancy, and which he felt was cap- 
able of doing better work in its field than 
the letter-press. 

Mr. Knudsen set about proving this. He 
devoted a number of years to further re- 
search, and in 1928 incorporated the Off- 
set Printing Plate Company, devoted to 
the production of black-and-white and 
color work of all kinds, and to the mak- 
ing of plates for offset printers. Since 
that time he has reproduced illustrations 
of all sorts for over fifty books, includ- 
ing about a dozen in their entirety, both 
plates and text; and turned out a large 
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body of commercial work. The list of 
books includes the Lyle Saxon books illus- 
trated by E. H. Suydam for Century Co.; 
five volumes illustrated by John Vassos for 
Dutton; several editions of various classics 
by Jean de Bosschére for Covici, Friede 
and Liveright; work by Alexander King, 
Covarrubias and Majeska for several pub- 
lishers, “The Frescoes of Diego Rivera,” 
Sandburg’s “Steichen, the Photographer,” 
and other books for Harcourt Brace; 
“Theatres” by Joseph Urban; and Drei- 
ser’s “My City” with colored etchings by 
Max Pollak. Most of the reproductions 
were printed on antique paper,—none of 
them on coated. 

The insert which accompanies _ this 
article shows the work of the Knudsen 
Process in reproducing four widely vary- 
ing subjects. These plates were all made 
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entirely by photo-mechanical means, with- 
out hand tooling, and attention is partic- 
ularly called to the pencil drawing re- 
produced without the customary light 
halftone background, (cut away by hand 
in ordinary processes), and to the highlights 
on the Steichen plate, entirely clear of 
halftone dots. 

Persons interested in printing are very 
much confused these days by the extra- 
ordinary number of ‘‘new” processes and 
the extravagant claims made for each. 
This reproduction method is not a com- 
plicated improvement in the printing 
of fundamentally faulty plates, but a new 
photographing system which overcomes the 
essential disadvantage of the ordinary half- 
tone and permits the production of me- 
chanically accurate plates for printing on 
any offset press. 


The Right Foot Saves Money 


Getting Off to a Proper Start by Careful Planning is the One Short- 
Cut to Economical Book Production

TELEPHONED summons had 
A pecs the typographer to his 

client’s desk. He sat beside it 
watching this client—a__printer—scribble 
out memoranda of the title, author and 
publisher of the book for which he was to 
lay out a jacket. Finished, the printer tore 
the top sheet from the pad and handed it, 
along with an artist’s drawing, to the 
typographer. 

“What are the dimensions?” asked the 
latter. 

“The same as such and such,’’—here the 
printer named a best seller by the same 
publisher—‘“‘but about half as thick.” 

“What’s to go on the back and on the 
flaps? What is the book about? What 
type is it set in?” were a few of the typog- 
rapher’s efforts to elicit further informa- 
tion, 

“Oh, I don’t know. Didn't ask them,” 
his client explained. ‘They gave me the 
title by ‘phone and sent the drawing down 
by boy. Do the best you can with what 


you've got and let it go at that. Only do 
it in a hurry!” 


It wasn’t a difficult job. The layout was 
done and delivered in short order. 

But there was more to this little tragi- 
comedy. The second act went on about 
three weeks later with another call from 
the printer, another call upon him. 

“A and B liked the jacket for such and 
such, and they want you to do a title-page 
in the same style. Here’s one that they 
had set up by the typographic service but 
now they don’t want it. Take your dope 
from this, but hurry the layout. The book 
is on the press, waiting for the new plate.” 

He handed over the title-page evidently 
torn from a dummy. With that for copy, 
the typographer designed the new one, and 
still being quite oblivious of the rest of 
the book and its contents, used the same 
type he had employed on the jacket. 

Needless to say, the result was a hodge- 
podge. The flaps and back cover of the 
jacket bore no similarity to the front cover 
and backbone; the free treatment of the 
title-page was quite in contrast to the dig- 
nified, documentary style of the succeeding 
pages. The whole effect was rather comic. 
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The tragedy of the thing lay in the un- 
necessary expense and futile effort that had 
gone into producing a book doomed to 
mediocrity by the very method of its man- 
ufacture. 

Consider, for a moment, the steps in the 
production of this particular title-page. 
First, it was set by the printer doing the 
text proper. No layout was provided him, 
and in consequence, the resulting product 
failed to please the publisher. ‘Time went 
into its production and handling so a cer- 
tain amount of money was involved in its 
discard. 

The typographic service received a fair 
price for its composition and plates, but 
still no particular thought had been ac- 
corded the job. It paled when compared 
to the typographer’s treatment of the 
jacket, so it, too, increased the total cost 
of the job without achieving anything other 
than the junk heap. 

And by the time the typographer had 
been called upon, publication time was fast 
approaching; the book on the press, wait- 
ing for a title-page. “This cost money, too, 
along with the typographer’s time, the first 
printer’s profit upon that time, and the 
price he received for setting a page that 
had already been set twice before. 

The costs we are considering are mount- 
ing rapidly, but so far we have gone over 
only the actual charges for the title-page. 
We have given no consideration to the 
number of times the publisher has had to 
handle and read proofs on this one page, 
the number of ‘phone c2!!s for boys, the 
letters and telegrams it involved. All this 
wasted time and effort, cost money, too, 
even though it hid behind the mask of 
“overhead.” And when we remember that 
the jacket was handled much too often 
because no thought had been given the back 
and flaps, it is quite apparent that the cost 
of the job was appallingly high. 

Now for the reverse of the picture. In 
this case, the publisher—not the same, 
needless to say—was a bit more fore- 
handed. Faced with the task of producing 
a rather elaborate book in four colors and 
obliged to do it economically, he called 
upon the printer to whom he intended to 
give the book for advice, even before the 
drawings were made. 

The first thing the printer suggested was 
an economical method of reproduction. The 
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artist was called in and the procedure out- 
lined to him. His drawings were made 
accordingly and when the plates came from 
the engraver they had cost a hundred-odd 
dollars less than if they had been handled 
in the usual fashion. At the same time, 
they exactly suited the printer’s mechani- 
cal requirements. He was able to lock 
up and print the job with a minimum of 
lost motion and wasted effort, a circum- 
stance that naturally reflected itself in. his 
bill. 

But there were still other economies ef- 
fected. The publisher remembered that 
he was going to have end papers, a printed 
cover and a jacket on his book, so all these 
came in for discussion with the printer. 
The latter found a stock suited to all of 
them in a size that permitted their being 
printed in a single form. ‘Thus the bill 
for stock and press work was reduced to 
a pleasant minimum. So, too, was the 
handling and the time it involved; the 
whole job was put through easily and 
economically. The saving, however, be- 
came even more worth while when the 
finished book was considered, for it showed 
the benefit of the planning. Its appearance 
gave no sign of the “saving” so usual to 
publishers. 

Of course, one can say these are extreme 
cases. ‘They are. Instance after instance 
could be cited in both categories but we 
will limit ourselves to these two. In their 
very extremity they get across the point of 
the present dissertation. Actually they are 
just two of many that have led the writer 
to the very personal—if unpleasant— 
opinion that the average is much nearer 
the first circumstance than the second. Put 
more emphatically, the “economies” ef- 
fected in many publishing houses, large and 
small, are no economies at all. On the 
contrary, they represent policies that do 
nothing but hide expenses—even if they do 
not actually increase them—and impair the 
quality of the product which results. 

And the way out? There are two, both 
of which can be accomplished with com- 
parative ease. The first is the employment 
of a manufacturing man who is something 
more than a clerk. He should know a 
good deal about the reproduction processes, 
else it is hardly likely that he will rec- 
ognize an economy when he sees one. If 
he is something of a designer he will be

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able to add a touch of artistry without 
adding costs. His work will be planned 
as a complete job rather than as so many 
routine elements in the production of a 
book, and instructions to the printer and 
engraver will be such that everything will 
go along smoothly. He will know what 
he wants and know, too, how to get it 
without a host of expensive changes. 

Naturally, a man of this type demands 
a fair salary. He is worth it. In the 
course of a year he should save many 
times the difference between his salary and 
the remuneration of the average manufac- 
turing man. 

The other solution applies more partic- 
ularly to the publisher whose output 
does not warrant the full-time services of 
a man with the foregoing qualifications. 
He can seek the assistance of a free-lance, 
or even part of the time of an able man. 
The free-lance will probably function as 
a designer or typographer, for by the

GROUP of typographers who spe- 
cialize in setting the advertising of 
national promotion campaigns have 

found themselves put to what they think is 
needless expense by the increasing variance 
in standard type designs. That is, when 
Baskerville is found popular, they have 
three or four variants in Baskerville pro- 
duced by different machines or different 
foundries. One customer may ask for an 
advertisement set in one font, and the next 
customer in a font hardly different from 
the first but still requiring purchase of an- 
other font. Believing that there ought to 
be some way out of this difficulty and some 
simplification of plant expense, they took 
the matter up with the Department of 
Commerce. The meeting resulted in no 
definite program, but it did supply a point 
of contact between producers of type and 
users of type. 

One suggestion made by the typogra- 
phers was that when a type foundry devel- 
oped a new design or valuable recutting of 
an old one, instead of one of the typeset- 
ting machines paralleling that same effort, 
the foundry should lease to the machine 
company the rights for machine use, or, in 
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nature of the connection, he can hardly) 
handle the details of production. He can, 
however, serve as a valuable supplement 
to a lower salaried manfacturing man. 
But a typographer or designer should 
know the mechanics of his calling; only on 
this solid foundation can he build his art. 
Thus the help of a good designer carries 
with it an understanding of his business 
that will produce attractive work at a min- 
imum cost, and enable the smaller pub- 
lisher to achieve economies, which are sub- 
stantial because they are basic. 

Only in this fashion is it possible to save 
on book production. Getting off on the 
right foot, knowing the goal and plotting 
the shortest, least expensive route to it 
is one real method of achieving economy. 
While it may seem a bit more costly at 
the start, it is a pound wise and penny 
foolish plan, quite in contrast to the policies 
holding forth in many publishing houses 
today.

case the initiative came from the machine 
company, the casting rights should be 
leased to some foundry. 

At the same meeting there naturally 
came about a reviewing of the heated de- 
bate that has recently been going on be- 
tween those who have originated type de- 
signs and those who paralleled or closely 
paralleled these designs, a situation from 
which many firms of type producers have 
suffered. Because so many widely used 
fonts have their origin from early designs 
and cannot be exclusive possessions, there 
must always be many cases of parallel ef- 
forts. But in the case of more modern 
types which are more clearly distinguish- 
able one from the other, there have been 
flagrant instances of our American foun- 
dries paralleling each other’s designs or de- 
signs of European producers. This has 
led to recriminations and brought about 
friction and bad feeling. It seems likely 
that all the foundries are ready to consider 
the development of closer mutual under- 
standings, and, even without waiting for 
a design copyright legislation to control 
such matters, they may find, through closer 
contacts, ways to prevent this duplication.

‘The cloth binding has been de- 
signed by Mr. Kent. The price of this set 
is to be $52. net without discount to trade. 
There will be three volumes, 

“Two Years Before The Mast” which 
has 32 illustrations by Edward A. Wilson 
is a volume of over five hundred pages and 
the type selected for it has been Modern 
Scotch Roman Monotype and is printed 
on Aurelian Natural Wove Dull book 
paper. As in the case of the Kent book, 
the artist has also supplied the cover de- 
sign. The price is $20.00. 

The decorations for “‘Poe’s Tales” has 
been the work of W. A. Dwiggins who 
supplied numerous black and white illus- 
trations. Here the type selected has been 
Linotype Original Old Style 12 point, and 
is to be printed on A. W. One Hundred 
Per Cent Rag book paper. This book, like 
the Dana volume, will be a stout volume, 
as there are over five hundred pages. 





The fourth volume is’ Thoreau’s 
“Walden” for which Rudolph Ruzicka has 
made illustrations and decorations. For 
this book, Mr. Kittredge selected Mono- 
type 12 point Fournier printed on Aurelian 
Natural Wove Dull book paper, as was 
used for Dana’s ““I'wo Years Before The 
Mast.” 

The Donnelley Press started out on this 
project with the idea of making books that 
could be considered specimens of fine trade 
bookmaking, but as the illustrators warmed 
to their work, it became impossible to con 
sider this work as anything else but as a 
program of bookmaking of the most exact- 
ing sort, and these notable volumes are a 
noble result, for every detail of the composi- 
tion and layout was studied with such great 
care. The Donnelley books may be taken 
as examples of the best present day Ameri- 
can bookmaking.

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My Reading Machine 


Bob Brown 


Perhaps We Are on the Verge of a Machine Which Will Enable Us 
to Read Hundred Thousand Word Novels in Ten Minutes 


ing at all I will presently need the 

help of a machine in this age of 
modern painting, modern music, radios, 
aeroplanes and talkies. What I want is 
a simple reading machine which I can 
carry around and attach to any old electric 
light plug and read hundred thousand 
word novels in’ten minutes if I want to, 
(and I want to), a machine like a portable 
phonograph or typewriter, compact, minia- 
ture, operated by electricity, the printing 
done microscopically by the new photo- 
graphic composing process on a transparent 
tough tissue roll which will carry the con- 
tents of a book and be no bigger than a 
typewriter ribbon, a roll that can be put 
in a pill box. This reading film will un- 
roll beneath a magnifying glass set in a 
reading slit which will bring the invisible 
type up to comfortable reading size and 
the reader will not have to hold a cumber- 
some book or juggle his eyes back and 
forth, or turn pages; he will daintily ex- 
tract the book roll from its pill box con- 
tainer, slip it softly into the reading 
machine, set the speed regulator and the 
whole hundred thousand words will spill 
out before his eyes and roll on restfully 
in an endless line of type. 

There will be controls on the record so 
it can be turned back and a chapter or pas- 
sage reread, and there will be all modern 
improvements. By pressing a button the 
roll slows down so an interesting part can 
be read leisurely, over and over again if 
need be, or by speeding up, a dozen books 
can be skimmed through in an afternoon 
without soiling the fingers or losing a dust 
wrapper. ‘To save the trouble of chang- 
ing rolls, a clip of a dozen could be put 
into the machine as phonograph discs are 
and run off automatically in succession. 
The Book of the 12 Hours a Day Club 
could sell their output in these clips of a 
dozen ready to slip into my reading 


I ’M tired of type and to continue read- 


machine. Reading could be as simple and 
automatic as shaving with a Shick razor, 
and refills could be sent by mail or through 
pneumatic tubes all over town by enter- 
prising publishers. 

The material advantages of my reading 
machine are obvious, paper saving by con- 
densation and elimination of waste margin 
space, which takes up a fifth or a sixth of 
the bulk of the present day book. All that 
is needed is a little imagination and a high 
powered magnifying glass. The Lord’s 
Prayer can be printed either in type an 
inch high with illuminated initials six 
inches long and bound in plush in an ele- 
phant folio, or etched on the head of a 
pin. Personally I would have preferred 
it if Anthony Trollope had etched his 
three volume classics on the head of a pin. 
Maybe no more trilogies will be written 
when my reading machine is in general 
use. Anyway, if they are they can be 
read at one sitting. By photographic com- 
position and printing which is rapidly tak- 
ing the place of antiquated methods, type 
can be turned out which is not readable 
without the aid of a magnifying glass. The 
English August-Hunter Camera Compos- 
ing Machine is already doing this. Ex- 
periments with diamond type, like the 
Chiswick Press Shakespeare, and miniature 
books have already shown what a multi- 
tude of words can be printed in a mini- 
mum of space 4nd yet be readable to the 
naked eye. But it isn’t at all necessary 
for the eye to be naked. It can be com- 
fortably clothed in a magnifying glass, and 
the light on the moving tape adjusted to 
personal taste in intensity and tint, so the 
eye will eventually be ashamed of its for- 
mer nakedness. 

We are already familiar with news and 
advertisements reeling off before our eyes 
in huge illuminated letters from the tops 
of corner buildings. All that is needed is 
to bring these electric signs down to the 
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ground and refine them into useful and 
rapid reading conveyors. ‘There is a re- 
tired admiral, Bradley A. Fiske, living in 
New York, who has a patent on a hand 
reading machine which sells for a dollar, 
its principle being to read microscopic type 
through a magnifying glass. Recently the 
New York telephone book publishing com- 
pany, because of the multiplicity and pon- 
derosity of their tomes considered the idea 
of using this machine and printing their 
product, advertisements and all, in one 
book three inches tall in microscopic type. 
The idea is excellent and will doubtless 
eventually come into universal use through 
necessity and the economic advantage of 
paper saving. But this hand machine is 
stationary, static, the reading matter does 
not pass before the eye. My reading 
machine moves and will make a future 
for reading and writing, which hasn’t 
changed since it started half a thousand 
years ago. The use of a machine for read- 
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ing will automatically cut out the “thes”’ 
and ‘‘ands” and “buts,” which the eye 
scarcely sees now and will skip altogether 
in the eagerness of witnessing a moving 
type spectacle going on right before its 
nose. 

Because of the speed little, useless, con- 
ventional conjunctions, prefixes, suffixes, 
etc., will have to battle for their own 
rights with real words. It will be a blood- 
less battle and a sad day for punctuation 
marks. Already Carl Van Vechten has 
done away with quotes in the French 
fashion and it makes his books all the more 
readable faster. 

Without any whirr or splutter writing 
will be readable at the speed of today— 
1930—not 1450 when movable type was 
invented ; it will run on forever before the 
eye without having to be chopped up into 
columns, hacked into pars. & etc.; not risk- 
ing the wetting of a single finger to turn 
a clumsy page—on forever in-a-single-line. 


The Modern Printer 


ne HE director of production in the 

better publishing house today, 

is a printer without a press.” 
writes W. Arthur Cole in a book on ““The 
Influence of Printing.” “All printers and 
equipments are at his command. He rarely 
employs type alone to convey to his reader- 
audience the viewpoint that has been cre- 
ated by the author. He employs all the 
arts, crafts, and sciences that may yield 
an effective book. In this work he is a 
combination of the executive type of busi- 
ness man, the stage or movie director, the 
writer, the artist, the researcher, the 
mechanic, the purchasing agent, and the 
technical counsel. He stands between the 
craftsman in words (or the word-minded ) 
and the artisan in pictures (or the pic- 
ture-minded ) and the delver for the verities 
(or the fact-minded) and he is responsible 
to client and to craftsman and artisan and 
scientist alike, suggesting practical applica- 
tions of literature and art and science to 
the needs of his client, and, in turn, in- 
terpreting the exacting requirements of his 
client to the workers in the three 


fields of literature and art and science.” 

Mr. Cole, who is well known in the 
field of typography and who was formerly 
president of the American Institute of 
Graphic Arts, gave this lecture on fine 
printing before the Carnegie Institute of 
Technology at Pittsburg, and the Depart- 
ment of Printing of the Carnegie Institute 
of Technology has reproduced it in very 
beautiful form in a limited edition. 

As to today’s position of the printer, 
Mr. Cole says, “In the early days of 
our art and craft, printers were scholars. 
In the immediate past, the master printers 
have been technicians who have become 
business men. They knew the value of 
machines, but those employed to operate 
them were subservient to them. We are 
now seeing a change in the master printer. 
He is today a better business man who 
begins to see the dollars-and-cents value 
of art. He uses more and better machines, 
but those employed to operate them must 
dominate them—utilize them to approxi- 
mate the higher standards of craftsman- 


ship.”

PRINTER’S specimen book when 

designed to be of service to the 

maker of books is always in itself 
an interesting piece of bookmaking, but 
only occasionally does one of the big print- 
ing houses attempt to face the expensive 
problem of such a 
handbook. It has 
been done in the 
past by the Nor- 
wood Press, Yale 
University Press, 
Condé Nast Press, 
Little & Ives, and 
Quinn & Bodin, to 
mention a few that 
come to mind. The 
latest handbook of 
this kind comes 
from the Van Rees 
Press and has been 
designed by Werner 
Helmer and printed 
in a limited edition 
ot five hundred 
copies. 

The purpose of 
such a book is of 
course to make it 
easy for the pub- 
lisher to judge of 
the kind of type 
that he needs’ for 
a specific work. 
The Van Rees handbook has given 
to the problem many new turns in 
improvement. The volume is a small 
octavo, with a type page 314 x 534. The 
different fonts are arranged in alphabetical 
order, each type is shown in half a dozen 
different sizes, and at the foot of each page 
is given the number of lines per page and 
the number of words per page. “Twenty- 
three different types are selected for dis- 
play and analysis, including two different 
styles of Caslon, three Modern faces, two 
Old styles and such well-known fonts as 
the Bodoni Book, De Vinne, Garamond,

hand-set fonts appropriate to use with dif- 
ferent text types and a collection of rules 
and ornaments. ‘The firm is now in its 
twenty-eighth year, having been founded 
in 1902 by four brothers who came down 
from Albany to seek their fortunes in the 
metropolis of New York. Their business 
has now grown until it can produce com- 
plete books at the efficient rate of 20,000 
daily.

The suggestion for making a 
selection of 50 came from the experience 
of the American Institute of Graphic Arts, 
whose Fifty Books Show has become so 
famous and so influential, and the Amer- 
ican Institute has written to Germany ask- 
ing whether the German books could be 
sent here for display.

of a type founder, two printers, a writer, 
a publisher, a bookbinder, a book designer 
and a bibliophile, all prominent men in 
their lines.

Some Recent Bookbindings 


The glory that is jacket 

designing has not dimmed 

originality and taste in 
bookbinding itself. 


HE makers of book bind- 
ing material are providing 
publishers with interesting 
fabrics and papers for their new 
volumes this year, and book sell- 
ers are finding it more and more 
worth while to throw back the 
jackets of new books when they 
arrive to see just what has been 
done with the cover itself. At 
one time board sides were con- 
sidered only usable for limited 
editions where the wear was in- 
considerable, but we see now an 
increasing number of books with 
cloth backs and board sides, and 
many of the volumes have cloth 
corners which serve as a _ re-in- 
forcement at the point which 
might otherwise become frayed. 
An example of this type is seen 
in “Frost in April,” by Malachi 
Whitaker, Cape & Smith. The 
back and corners are of white 
cloth, which might seem an easily 
soilable material except for the 
fact that this cloth has a hard 
finish that does not pick up the 
dirt readily. The lettering on 
the white is red, and the sides are 
in bright red paper such as Mr. 
Rudge used so successfully on his 
famous edition of the ‘Boswell 
Papers.” This use of cloth cor- 
ners and back is also seen on the 
new book by John Dos Passos 
(Harper & Brothers). ‘“Forty- 
Second Parallel,” in which a dec- 
orative effect was achieved by 
a boldly designed paper side and gilt back 
label. Another hand-made paper side but 
without the supporting corners comes from 
Harper, “Mata Hari: Courtesan and 


Spy,” of which the natural finish cloth 
on the back is very effective. 
Perhaps the most effective in design of

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A Practical Bookcraft Class 


From “The Publisher and Bookseller’ 


S a student in a class in the book 
crafts I have found an entirely 
new interest in books; an in- 

terest which is in addition to any literary 
attraction books may have; one that will 
serve me well in business yet afford me a 
diversion for my leisure movements,” says a 
contributor to the Publisher and Book- 
seller. 

“I no longer see a book as just a sal- 
able commodity with sometimes a literary 
value. I see it through newly-opened eyes. 
Formerly [ would pick up a book and, 
after idly flicking the leaves and uncrit- 
ically glancing at the print, pronounce it 
“nice,” “not bad” or “rotten,” with only 
the vaguest idea about how it was pro- 
duced, the difficulties that had to be over- 
come and the infinite planning and thought 
that went to its making. 

“My freshly acquired bookcraft causes 
me now to look at these things with 
understanding. I find it intriguing, for 


instance, to speculate about the type used 


in a particular book. Is it “modern” or 
“old”? Is it “Caslon” or “Garamond” ? 
Often I am baffled, for my experience, 
being next to none and my knowledge 
little, and that recently acquired, | am not 
yet able to tell offhand the difference be- 
tween, say, Caslon Old Face and Basker- 
ville. One publishing firm is very stimulat- 
ing and helpful in this connection. Printed 
at the back of many of its publications is 
a typographical note giving name, size, 
origin, and history of the type used in the 
book and also the kind of paper on which 
the book is printed 

“Paper, too has taken on a new meaning. 
No longer is it just thick or thin, rough 
or smooth. I know now a little how it is 
produced, therefore when I meet it in a 
book I am curious to know its weight, its 
substance, its bulking capacity. Is it pure 
rag, or esparto; or a mixture?—or is it 
wood? Unfortunately time and the neces- 
sary attention I must give to business will 
not permit me to ponder the correct an- 
swer and extract such contemplative and 
meditative pleasure out of every book I 
come upon. 


‘‘T am severely critical of margins, and 
am disappointed at anything falling short 
of the ideal; | am therefore often disap- 
pointed! I have a passion for looking at 
signatures—perhaps, in the hope that one 
day I may come across a book wrongly 
collated, and by drawing attention to it 
bring much credit to myself! 


“The various methods of _ illustrating 
form, for me, a subject of unending inter- 
est. With what triumph in the light of 
my bookcraft do I look at examples in 
books and periodicals. The picture, then, 
is next to nothing; I hardly see it or grasp 
its significance ; with the method of produc- 
tion only, for the time being, am I con- 
cerned. Is it relief, lithographic or intag- 
lio? 

“Nor is my knowledge of these things 
based merely on hearsay or book reading. 
Nearly every process in book production | 
have, under the auspices of the class, seen 
demonstrated. The chemical process of 
producing a block in half-tone or line, | 
have been shown at varying stages, as well 
as receiving instruction in the intricate 
process of “casting-off” a manuscript or 
working out “quantities” in paper. I have 
seen the giant rotary newspaper printing 
machines, churning out their tens of thou- 
sands per hour, as well as the flat-bed 
cylinder book machines. The whole me- 
chanical side of book and newspaper pro- 
duction I have had carefully explained to 
me in detail. In the heat of the foundry 
have I delved for knowledge, and culled it 
in the airiness of the composing room. 

“All this has made me critical. In fact so 
vehemently critical have I become over 
books that I am obliged to be continually 
on my guard lest I give voice to disparag- 
ing opinion when it is extremely impolitic 
for me to do so. 

“But if certain books are offensive to me 
others delight me, and the fact that I have 
become so much more sensitive to the subtle 
good and bad points about a book is in it- 
self worth my journey once a week to the 
class,” 
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Curwen Press Exhibit 
T the bookshop of E. Weyhe, Inc., 


New York, there has been an ex- 

hibit during the past week, of the 
products of the Curwen Press, of London, 
coincident with the visit to this country of 
Oliver Simon, typographer of the Press. 
The Curwen Press output is always men- 
tioned in any discussion of the best modern 
I-nglish printing and the name is con- 
nected with some of the favorite books 
beloved by American collectors. Mr. 
Simon is joint author with Dr. Julius 
Rodenberg of the book entitled “Printing 
of Today” issued by Harper and Brothers 
two years ago. His visit to America has 
been at the invitation of the Ludlow 
Typograph Company of Chicago for the 
purpose of consulting him on perfecting 
the artistic aspects of the Ludlow type- 
setting machine. The exhibit at Weyhe’s 
includes fifty different items ranging from 
books illustrated by Claud Lovat Fraser 
in 1921 down to recent issues of the 
Woodcut Annual and the volume on 
Bulmer and Bensley published by the 
Fleuron, Ltd. Of special interest to typog- 
raphers and collectors are “A Specimen 
Book of Types & Ornaments in Use at 
the Curwen Press,” 1927, one of the most 
beautiful of modern specimen books; “A 
Specimen Book of Pattern Papers De- 
signed for the Use of the Curwen Press,” 
1928; “Book Clubs & Printing Societies of 
Great Britain & Ireland,’ by Harold 
Williams. 


Private Presses Book

Honor to American Books 


DIPLOMA of honor will be 
awarded to the book exhibit of the 
American Library Association at the [bero- 
American Exposition at Seville, Spain, 
during the closing ceremonies of the ex- 
position, June 21, according to Commis- 
sioner-General Thomas E. Campbell. 
More than 500 books were contributed 
to the exhibit by interested American pub- 
lishers. The collection has been given to 
the Junta Para Ampliacion de Estudios at 
Madrid, and will form the nucleus of a 
permanent American library in Spain. It 
is planned to keep the library up-to-date. 


Humidity on Paper 

NVESTIGATING chemists of the De- 

partment of Agriculture have reported 
to the American Library Association some 
points resulting from their study of hu- 
midity necessary for the preservation of 
leather bindings. This subject is very im- 
portant especially in sections of the country 
where the weather is usually warm and 
humidity high. While entire studies are 
not completed, F. P. Veitch, chemist in 
charge, says that the satisfactory humidity, 
from practically all points of view, in li- 
braries, should be about 50%. 


Engineers to Discuss Printing 
of Paper

After an orgy of tangled type design, 
a weary printing industry is shaking 
its aching head and asking, “Whither 
are we bound?” 

The descent was easy; from black 
to blacker, from fanciful to grotesque, 
from freaky to freakier, the depths 
have been plumbed; but when the 
tastes of printer, customer, reader are 
all thoroughly debauched, when the
